WE congratulate the Jewish Lads’ Brigade and the various 


: other organisations concerned upon the openin 
Goldsmid "’ their fine new headquarters 
House. £10,000 has been spent upon the structure, 
| which will bring together under the same roof a 
| number of related activities, and thus perform a useful public service. 
But we have said before, and we repeat now, that a distressing blunder 
has been perpetrated in the name given to the building. We have 
urged that these headquarters should be known not.as Camperdown 
House, but as Goldsmid House. Our reason was that the chief 
organisation having its lodgment in the premises was the Jewish 
Lads’ Brigade, and that it would have been a graceful act, there- 
fore, to have associated with the building the name of one of our 


people who was the founder of the brigade, Colonel GoLDsmIp 
of the best of Jews and noblest of citizens | ee: 


. 


It would thus have been an act of filial duty to have honoured a man 
without whose labours the Brigade as such would possibly never have 
drawn a breath. And it would have been a good thing to have brought 
before the minds of the lads in this way the memory of one whose 
example should be an inspiration to the community. Instead of that, 
the gentlemen responsible have of set purpose called the premises by 
the colourless title of Camperdown House—a title which conveys no 
idea or inspiration to mortal man. What is the reason for this absurd 
error? We are told it is because the building is to be run on non- 
sectarian principles. But this intention, however objectionable, could 
be carried out perfectly even although the house were called after ALBERT 
GOLDSMID. Lord MILNER, who performed the opening ceremony, him- 
self told his hearers that “ in view of the history of the building, which 
concentrates so many primarily Jewish efforts, it is only natural and 
right that the Jewish element should predominate.’ Why should 
not a predominantly Jewish building bear the name of a 
Jew? And why should not “Goldsmid’’ House be as capable of 
being reserved for ‘general public purposes’ as ‘ Camperdown ” 


House? The trustees, however, in their anxiety not to be suspected | 


of exclusively Jewish interests, have hitherto refused to do anything 
that will associate the place with a Jew, not even of such a Jew as 
was Colonel GOLPDSMID. This is what the Germans call “ pouring out 
the baby with the bath.”’ Lord MILNER announced that the use of the 
premises is not going to be limited to Jaws or Jewish objects, but is to be 
available for good purposes according to any creed. The declaration is an 
astounding one and must have taken all present by surpriss. Only on 
the previous Sunday the building was consecrated by the Rev. MICHAEL 
ADLER and the Rev. DAVID HirscH. Are these gentlemen non-sectarian 
clerics ? We believe they are good and earnest Jewish Ministers, and 
we fail to understand therefore why their services were invoked in 
consecrating according to Jewish rites an edifice which is to be main- 
tained as a colourless institution so far as religious belief is concerned. 
| 
LORD MILNER declared that those who have been princi- 
| 7 pally active in calling the building into 
The de-Judaised existence, and all those connected with it, 
- Spirit. are anxious by the liberality of their policy 
3 to show their appreciation of their position 
as citizens of a country which has been the first in the world to 
welcome them to a full and equal share in all the privileges which 
the State can accord. With all respect to his Lordship, these 
coreligionists could not have adopted a more wrong-headed way 
of showing their appreciation of British good sense and _ broad- 


mindedness than by causing, as it were, a predominantly Jewish 


building to dissimulate its Jewishness. and carrying their passion for 
neutral tints to a point of absurdity. It is sheer nonsense to think 
that either Englishmen or any other people worthy of being a people 
wish Jews to show their “ gratitude ” for religious equality; nor do they 
desire them to manifest their appreciation by carefuliy covering up the 
traces of their own creed and race. On the contrary, they have a 
well-founded contempt for all such antics, and Jews only show how 
little they understand, in the true sense, British liberty, by futile 
attempts to hide their identity in the manner that has made some 
sections of German Jewry the laughing-stock of their fellow- 
countrymen. | 


We hope that any attempt to introduce the religionslos spirit into this 
country, of which, we regret to say, we perceive unmistakable evidences 
in many quarters, will be sternly repressed by the good sense, the 
~ Jewish loyalty, and the English Geist of Anglo-Jewry. The matter 
is one of first class importance, for this dissimulation is the most 
fruitful source of anti-Semitism in its most virulent form. What all 
sensible Englishmen want is that Jews should be true to themselves ; 
and they hate and despise those who try to be otherwise. Who, 
reading the report of the proceedings at Oamperdown House, 
would have supposed that he was reading about the new head- 
quarters of such a movement as the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, which 
was brought into existence by Jewish minds and nourished 
“from strength to strength” by Jewish money. The name of 
Jew was hardly mentioned. Even the CHIEF RABBI, who waxed 
eloquently imperialistic, could not find it in him to say & 
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The Jewish 


word ‘about: the Jewish side of the work to be carried on in 
the building—not one word could the spiritual head of our com- 
munity say of inspiration to the lads as Jews. Itis difficult 
to beiieve that the Chief Rabbi was ‘ nobbled,” and yet any other 
explanation is nob easy to conceive. Was it we would suggest the 
 atmosphere’’ in which he found himself that choked the large and 
strong Jewishness with which Dr. HERTZ is filled? But, taking the 
proceedings as a whole, in all the realms of preposterous make-believe, 
in all the miserable records of ghetto-fulsomeness, we make bold to 
say, this display of abject self-humiliation and self-stultification has 
never been matched, let alone excelled. We protest with all our heart 
against this exhibition of the de-Judaised spirit. We protest against it for 
the disastrous effect it must have upon the Jewish feelings of the lads 
themselves, who are to look upon the House as the home of their 
public efforts. When Jewish organisations, headed by the CHIEF 
RaBBI, thrust their Judaism out of sight, who can be surprised if the 
Jewish young grow up ashamed of their faith and deny their people ? 
And, finally, we protest against such proceedings because we resent this 
degradation of Jews, and the spirit that should animate them, as a dire 
insult—albeit unconscious and unintended, as we freely concede— 
levelled against fellow-Jews who are proud of their priceless heritage, and 
will not suffer its contemnation in silence and without the strongest 
censure on all concerned in such courses. 
| 


AN interesting article by the Rev. MICHAEL ADLER, the Chaplain 
| to the Jewish troops, reminds us that the annual 
Jewish Military Service comes of age this month. 
Military Services. These picturesque functions have been carried 

. out with much devotion by Mr. ADLER, and his 
predecessor—the initiator of the movement—Rabbi F. L CoHEN, 
There are to be sure many objections that can be taken to these 
services, and especially their wholly misplaced identification with 
the Chanucah celebration. But this at least must be conceded: they 
have had the merit of bringing Jewish officers and men into direct 
relations with leading personalities in-the Army. If they have thus 
influenced members of the community to join in the defence of this 
country, which nowhere to-day stands for aggression—it is pleasing to 
know that the Territorial Force has attracted a large number of Jews 
—then a good deal has to be set to their credit. The services have 
also been of use in helping to keep the Chaplain in touch with Jews 
serving in the Army, a point of no small value. | 


But, perhapstheir chief merit has been that they have taught those Jewish 
soldiers who were ' nervous lest their religion became known to their 
comrades,” to hold up their heads as Jews. It seems strange that an 
occupation in which so much physical gallantry is required should 
have exhibited such constant instances of moral cowardice. If these 
services have taught some of our coreligionists that the Jew honours 
the uniform quite as much as the uniform the Jew; and if they have, 
as a consequences, relieved the name of Jew among the rank and file of 
the army from any stigma that the moral weakness of some of our race 


| may have sometimes imposed upon it, then they will not have been 


held in vain. We are pleased to note that this year the service will 
not be held during Chanucah, and it is to be hoped that this new 
departure will be maintained in future years. 


It is necessary to protest very strongly against the high-handed 
manner in which the Hilfsverein der Deutschen 

A Word to Juden is pursuing its policy of making German 
Dr. Paul Nathan. the medium of instruction in the new technical 
school at Haifa. This policy appears to have 

aroused a great deal of very natural opposition among the Jews of 
Palestine. It has led to strikes in the schools and public meetings 
and other manifestations of opinion which ought not to be disregarded. 
But Dr. PAUL NATHAN seems to take up an attitude of lordly 
indifference on the matter. He is even reported to have declared, d la 


-Zabern, that he did not care about the public opinion of all the Jews 


in Palestine—although the German Emperor himself, to be sure, 
showed himself sensitive enough to public opinion over the Alsatian 
trouble. It is now reported that when some teachers of the Hebrew 
Seminary at Jerusalem went on strike, the institution was forced by 
armed police, accompanied by the German Oonsul, and that the 
teachers were cruelly assaulted. 


We can only say that.all this is deplorable in the extreme. It is 
utterly useless for Dr. NATHAN to lay the blame for present events on 
Zionists. The blame rests with those who propose to outrage Jewish 
feeling by making a foreign language the vehicle of instruction in a 
Jewish institution, raised in the ancestral Jewish home by means of 
money contributed on the understanding that Hebrew should be the 
medium of tuition. When a great cause is betrayed, and ardent hopes 
disappointed, passions are apt to rise high. We earnestly appeal to 
Dr. NATHAN end his friends to recognise that it is not only the public 
opinion of Palestine —important though that be—which revolts against 
the present decision, but that of Jews in all parts of the world; and 
we ask them to realise that it is a Jewish and not a German or any 
other institution which it is sought to establish at Haifa. The fine 
Jewish feeling which we know to move Dr. NATHAN will help him, we 
devoutly hope, to rise superior to all other considerations, and to do 
this one signal service to Judaism wh.ich so many ardently desire—the 
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- restoration of our glorious tongue—the most glorious of all tongues—to 
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its rightful place in what is still to so many of us the ° land of 
promise.” 
THE most notable event which we report from the provinces this 
| week is the formation in Glasgow of a Communal 
In the Council to represent the local community in its relations 
Provinces. with the non-Jews of the city. This is the second 
cS occasion upon which we have had to record such a 
departure, the Jews of Leeds having recently formed a similar 


organisation. These two movements represent a new, and, we believe, 
healthy tendency. They signify that the bodies of Jews in the great 
rovincial towns bave grown very largely in numbers, and have now 
‘come of age.”” Their very numbers increase the points of contact 
with non-Jewish citizens, and raise numerous questions which 
are better dealt with on the spot by those who understand local 
conditions than remitted to the Board of Deputies many 
miles away. We can easily imagine that a Gentile in 
Leeds or Manchester with whom the Jews of one or other of those 
cities may have ‘a bone to pick” would.prefer to deal with those 
Jews themselves rather than be threatened by them, so to 
speak, with the calling in of their “hig brother’’ in London ; 
and a heart-to-heart talk between those immediately concerned is 
much more likely to end quickly in ‘‘ peace with honour.” Moreover, 
the appeal to the central body in London may often lend an air of 
importance to what may be in reality trivial matters, and can only add 
unreasonably to the tasks of an organisation which already has its 
hands full with larger matters, and ought to be left, as far as possible, 
to deal with these alone. The Leeds organisation has already done 
earnest good work, and we are confident that Glasgow and other cities 
‘which may follow the present lead will give an equally good account of 
themselves. Another incident in our provincial news to which a word 
may be given is the kind reference that General BOOTH made to 
Jews at a demonstration held last Sunday (and attended by the local 
Jewish Minister, the Rev. M. ABRAHAMS). The General's repudiation 
of the “ Blood Libel” is, of course, in line with the speech of the 
representative of the Salvation Army at the Memorial Hall Protest 
Meeting, and both speeches are worthy of a body which never, either 
before or since the death of its founder, has failed in manliness, grit, 
and courage. |

It is a small 
sum—many could sign a cheque for it and forget the little sacrifice 
the next moment. And the need is urgent. Will the Jews of London 
and other cities help their coreligionists in this far-northern town?

DIARIES. 


WANTED—A SPECIAL PAGE. 
By MENTOR. 


A =: other things, of which the present can be said to be the season, 


are diaries and similar adjuncts to the faculty of memorising. For no 

particular reason that is apparent, the first day of each First of January 

is chosen for the starting of fresh memory tablets. The relative merits 
of various firms who manufacture these aids to memory are dinned into 
our ears for months before each year closes. Useful publications, containing 
all sorts and kinds of information, are profferred at this season, in order, so it 
is claimed, to help the memory—more frequently the effect is to allow it to 
grow into atrophism by desuetude. Various tables and various pages are 
arranged to suit the convenience of those who have many things to remember 
and wish to forget as few as possible. The present writer had an opportunity 
a few days ago of seeing a display of diaries by one of the foremost 
firms that publish these things. Astounding was the ingenuity expended 


_ upon these aids to memory. Every book showed some different aspiration 


or idea catered for. Trivialities that one would think would never occur, 
even to the most meticulous, had been carefully thought out and adopted or 
adapted with the minutest care. Yet among some 150 different specimens 
that were set out for inspection, there was missing from all a tablet or page 
which, at least to some of us, would prove of extreme use. In all the diary- 


books examined there was no page for the things frequently forgotten by the 
Anglo-Jewish community. 


This is the season of diaries, of books and other publications for bringing 


_ things to memory. If we had a page for things frequently forgotten by 


Anglo-Jewry, we should find it useful and interesting. One of the first 
entries we should have to make, for instance, would be a note that would 


remind us that a General Jewish Organisation hag been propounded. What 
exactly has become of it the President of the Board of Deputies will not say, and 
possibly the President of the Anglo- Jewish Association cannot. Then we should 
have to jot down the fact that years have passed by sirce a Committee was 
working, appointed by the Council of the United Synagogue, for the purpose 
of revising the Act of Parliament under which the United Synagogue has its 
being, and we should then recollect that that Committee has somehow or 
another melted away into the Hwigkeit. A certain number of its 
members are dead, more are forgotten and will only possibly be called to mind 
by the memorising page which is here suggested. The Michael Henry Life- 
boat does not seem to have floated, or perhaps it would be fairer to say that 
it has floated somehow out-of the memory of Anglo-Jewry. The Russian 
Passports question needs a memorandum in case Anglo-Jewry be seized with 
the illusion that there is perfect and exact equality for all King George’s 
subjects, 


That Anglo-Jewish memory is: short can be gathered from a little fact 
which has been noted within the last week or two. A home is founded 
mainly as a centre for .the Jewish Lads’ Brigade. The Brigade was founded 
by one of the finest English Jews who has ever been one of Anglo-Jewry 
Colonel Albert Edward Goldsmid was a man unique in many ways. The 
work he did for the community is living work that will not soan die. Yet, 
when it comes to giving a name to the local habitation set up for the Lads’ 


Biigade, Goldsmid is forgotten and the house is dubbed with a title which, 


‘go far as can be understood, has become attached to the place because a 
hostelry, or some such establishment, was carried on there.

house or settlement, a distinctively Jewish centre, we prefer to call by the 
name of Camperdown rather than attach to it the memory of a fine Jew like 
Goldsmid, through whose Jewish genius the main institution which is to 
benefit from this new abode was brought into being. Had some enterprising 
publisher printed a memorandum page for things likely to be forgotten in 
Anglo-Jewry, we should probably not have seen this blamage in nomen- 


If the suggestion of a memorandum page for things likely to be forgotten 


‘in Anglo-Jewry were carried out with anything like completeness, someone 


would have to devise a pretty extensive table. A number of things are likely 
to be forgotten, even although some of us feel it our duty constantly and 
reiteratedly to drum them into the ears of those who listen. Have we not 
forgotten, many of us, the thousands and thousands of our children who are 
left without a scrap of Jewish education from year in to year out? If we 
have not forgotten, we do not adequately realise the fact that poverty and 
want cannot be held altogether responsible for this terrible desertion by 
the community of its children. The ignorance of Jewish matters that subsists 
among our young men and young women who live in the west of the town and 
inhabit heaviy-rented houses in the north-west suburbs is appalling to a 
degree that is utterly inexpressible. These young men and women, who carry 
upon their phyjsiognomies the hall-mark of their race, whose psychology bears 


out the history of their origin, who, as Jews and Jewesses, are unmistakable 


wherever they , 0, are profoundly ignorant of the most elementary matturs 
Jewish. Not may days ago a sweet young dameel, who had been thoroughly 
grounded by her dear parents in solo whist and bridge, who knew all about 
mirére and trump and grand slam, charmingly gurgled the remarkable 
information that she thought it so nice that Christmasalways fell about Simchas 
Torah time, because there was an excuse for having presents! Two youths, 
a few days ago, whose converse was overheard in a motor ‘bus, showed equal 
acquaintance with matters Jewish with the young damsel referred to. ~ Ar

you going to So-and-so’s wedding ?” was the question one put to the other. 
‘ I suppose,” he continued, “ there will be alot of the Chassidim there.” His 
friend looked puzzled. ‘‘ Isn’t it rather hard to call them all pigs ?” he queried. 
“ You stupid fellow, I didn’t call them Chasayrim, I called them Chassidim, 
which is the plural of Chasan. Of course, everyone of them is not 4 Chasan, 
but then father always calls every Minister a Chasan.’’ His friend seemed 


satisfied. “Ah well!” he said, ‘I never was brought upto know much © 
Hebrew, but I have heard the word Chazar.” If this ignorance becomes | 


general, if this forgetfulness becomes universal, the prospect before Anglo- 
Jewry is black as blackest night. Let us write that down in the page of 
things likely to be forgotten by the community—lest we forget. 


There are yet other things that are likely to fall a prey to the forgetfulness 
that is so marked on the part of Anglo-Jewry. We need reminding how some 
of our richer brethren, by an act of regrettable meanness, have set a veto 
upon the scheme for a Jewish hospital. There is only one argument that 


has ever been advanced against the hospital that can be said to be tenable. 
It is a huge condemnation of the rich and the wealthy among us. It is the 
argument that they have eet the veto upon it because they will not pay for it. 
Here it is not desired to argue the question of the propored Jewish Hospital. 
Merely is it desired to set down, as one of the things likely to be forgotten, 
that hundreds and hundreds of our people are thrown into the hands of 
missionaries year by year because missionaries provide the medical aid needed by 
our people—medical aid rendered by those who can speak the language under- 
stood of our people—and our rich Jews are tco mean to provide similar help 
and aid at Jewish hands. They conveniently forget all a Jewish Hospital 
would signify, and devise all kinds and sorts of excuses for not helping the 
Hospital movement. One of the things they say is that the other hospitals 
would suffer. The paucity with which the Jewish community as 4 whole 
supports the general hospitals is answer—fall and suflicient—to this absurd 
plea. We will set down this Jewish Hospital movement and all the lack of it 
means to our people as one of the things to be remembered. It is not likely 
it will very long be forgotten. The sooner it is remembered the better. 


Yet another of the memoranda which would inevitably find place in the 
proposed page would be the aid and help and astistance that for years past 
has been more or less tentatively promised to the struggling Minister. He is 
found in the provinces mainly, but in London also frequently. A memorandum 


is much needed concerning Ministers whose lives are made a hell upon earth 
by the hectoring bullying of vulgar wardens, and by the miserable conniving 
of little-minded congregations. If the community could have brought 
to its mind—could be memorised on the subject of the misery, the grinding 
slaving misery to which many of our ministry are subjected, the special diary 
page which has been suggested would find ample justification. The 
reorganisation of Jewry would be a memorandum which the Chief Rabbi 
would sedulously inscribe upon such a page as that here proposed. He 
would, moreover, make elaborate memoranda of the great work which lies at 
his hands, and which he was elected to compass, and. lest he forget, he would 
put upon the page reserved for things which Anglo-Jewry are likely not to 
remember, some things of which even in the time during which he has been 
with us he has sedulously sown the seed and awaits patiently the harveat in 
due season. Making a memorandum of the Chief Rabbi, the community 
would have to record in this special diary page the fact that Dr. Hertz was 
chosen, not to become a communal drudge, running here and there and every- 
where, for every petty function, even for the uniting in wedlock of happy 
couples, but for the carrying from conception to fruition of the higher politics 
of the community. A memorandum to this effect would be of much use to 
some of our communal leaders, who, judging from external appearances, have 
not set as high an ideal as the community has upon the true position which 

the Chief Rabbi should fulfil. 
This is a season of diaries and other aids to remembrance. The page 
devoted to things the community is likely tio forget would have to be an 
extensive one. Here are set down merely a few stray examples, given hap- 
hazard, on the use to which such a page could be put. Almost every reader 
will be able for himself to fill yp the blanks that necessarily remain. —

He held these positions till a few months 
back when he retired owing to bis advanced age. He was a thoroughly 
conecientions and devoted teacher. His instruction was greatly prized, for be was 
@ man of the highest culture and put his whole soul into his work. M Chen was 
a Chevalier of the Legion of Honour, and was the suthor of several works, a 
portion of which have been published mn the Revue des Etudes Juives.

MR. LOUIS PHILLIPS.

The Jewish community of New South Wales has sustained a severe logs in the 
death, on November 6.b, of Mr. Lovis Phillips, J.P., one of that admirable ty pe 
of Jewish citizen which has developed the Sydrey congregation on such dignified 
and effici+nt lives. Mr Phillips passed away euddenly and peacefully at his 
residence, “ Orwell,” Pott: Point, at the age of ceventy-four. A native of London, 
he was a lad of seventeen when he arrived in Australia, taking em ployment in the 
old fi m of Moses Moss and Co., of which he sfterwards became the head. He 
married the eldest Miss Moss, @ pious and gentle lady, who passed away about 
four years ago, leaving him five sons and three daughters. Treasurer of the 
buildiog fand of the Great Synagogue in 1866, he wae annually re-elected to iis 
Board of Manegement «ver since, and was several times President of the con- 
gregation. He was Vce President of the Jewish Ejsucation Board, havirg 
been the criginal Hon. Secreiary of the parent body; Chairman cf 
Trustees of the Jewish Cemetery, apd actively shared in the dir.ction 
of the Asylum, the Pri-oners’ Aid Society, and other gereral 
benevolent movemevts. Acquiri: g large interests in several leading commercial 
and industrial undertakings, he was the trusted adviser cf a wide business circle, 
where bis rectitude and shrewdness were appreciatively respected A singularly 
large private acquaintance also placed great reliance on his scund judgment and 
-his systematic precision. | 

He took & serious view of his Jewish duties, and it is egreed that Rabbi Cohen 
_ iaccurately voiced the communal sentiment in alluding to the departed from the 
pulpit in the following term- :— 

The late Louis Phil!ips was the last survivor of the lay founders of the Great Syna- 
gogne, a patriarch of Australian Jewry who gave of his best (and his best was good 
indeed) to his brethren tor folly bajf a century. Leaving his native Jand and childhood’s 
home for these distant shores, he here b: came, like a true son of Abraham, a blessing 
for bis conten: poraries aud those who will follow afer. mercha:.t prince immerted 
‘in weighty andertakings, he was at all times availab'e to ary who sought him 
as counsellor, and many were those who banefited by the jastne-s of bis 
far-sighted decisions. Longer than any other veteran now among us. he g:ve richly of 
bis time, his thonght, a d his substance t» the sacred cauzes we here assemb!ed rever- 
ence. For half a century one of the moet regular and devout worsbippers in the Sydney 
‘Synagogue, it was aginc-re grief to him when recently the failare of his heal -hinterrnpted 
his life-long participation in the periodica! devotions of the Sanctuary; but to him and 
ito us it was a pride aud as lace that up to the last week of his life he was an active 
‘worker in the affairs of this congregation, where his influence will long be fe't. To bim 
‘applied the word of the P-almis:: ‘‘ It is well with the man that is a gracioas giver”; 
and ndeed it was of such as he that the whole of that 112 bh Pralm was written. A very 
sgagacious man af the world, he yet always remembered alsa» that ‘'the fear of the Lord 
is the beginning of wisdom.” Liberal minded and intellectually progressive, he was at 
the s.me time reverently conservative io religions practice, fur his inheritance in Israel 
was to him the potsession most precions. Nising from step to step of uszefniness, he 
lived and laboured to be a blessing; and a blessing our great-hearted and wise friend 
was. Over his grave the v»ice of general recognition repeats the verdict of the ancient 
teachers, “a good man’s memory is an enduring blessing.’ 


ABRAHAM HIRSCH, LYONS.

He was a man of sterling character, with a high standard 
of duty—a man who spoke and acted the trath, and faced the trials of life 
with cheerfulness avd courege. His amiable disposition endeared h'm to 
all who erjoyed his acquaintance. He was a troe I-raelite, moreover, proud of 
bis religion ard his race, belonging to the type of Jew who is med: and ipepired 
by tbe call cf the Shemang, and by an intense faith in the subtime creed for 
which it stands. He was an +t fi-ctionate and he!pfol brother, bis sisters’ sagacious 
ard trusty conneellor. They will sorely miss his steadfastners and clearness of 
vision. May God uphold them in this hour of trouble, and extend to them His 
fatherly consolation! Amen.” 


ARTHUR THOMAS CHAPMAN. 

With the Rev. Artbur Thomas Chapman there bas parsed away ove who did 
much to encourage Rabb nic studies in the University of Cambridge. He was bimself 
an accomplished Talmndist. It is not going beyond the truth torssert that, after the 
death of Dr. Taylor, Mr. Chapman erj>yed the honour of being the most learned 


‘of Christian theologians in the realm of Rsbbinism. oe 
To him, more than to apy other, has been due the steady continuance for 


more than a quarter of a century of a regular Talmud shiur, held every week 
during term. Nothing was allowed by him to interfere with these gstheriogs. In 
fact, he rejoiced in bis power to keep successive R aders in Talmudic up to the 
mark. Mr Chapman was Secretary of the Board of O-ienta! Studies, and he saw 
to it that the Talmud honr for senior members of the Univrsity should always 
appear in the lecture list. For several years pact, the mectings bave been held in 
Mr. Chapman’s roome, in Emmanuel College. At first, the class only met during 
one term, but he gredaally screwed it up to the whole three terms io every session. 

He was a delightfal pupil. He thoroughly entered into the R:bbinio spirit, 
and bad a genu'ne admiration for the literature cf Poarisaism. It was sometimes 
amusing to witness ths closeness with which he insisted on al! det.ils of a difficult 
argument being thrashed out. He would countenance no «missions, no evasions. 
He was very strong on the subject of the Sacrifices, and the Reader in Talmudic 
bas often been considerably taxed to keep pace with Mr. Chapman’s eager desire 
for minute in’ormation as to the ancient Temple customs of the Priests. 

Over and above his profound knowledge, there towered his genislity. In 
him the very spirit of an olden Rabbi was incarnate. His presence invariably 
gave tothe Talmud Class a serse of friendliness, even of bappiness. It was a 
family party at which he was the affectionate host. Those who have had the 
privilege of being connected with the Tuesday afternoon gatherings will miss his 
presence, even if the meetings prove possible without him, which several of us 
doubt. | 

Many Christian scholara have in the past devoted themselves to the Talmnud. 
Many are still doing so. Bat it would be hard to match, in past or present, his 
delight io it, his enthusiasm for it, his kindiioess to those who not only learn it but 
live it. He had the msi loving mem-ries of my predecessors in the Readarsbp. 
And tbough his memories went back for so many years, he remained very youthfal 
in his energetic plans for promoting the study he loved. Though he was born 
seventy-three years ago, it was not till the last three weeks that his age was 


apparent. The class met in his rooms as recently asa fortnight ago, aod we had 
no suspicion that the end was near. [I feel his loss too deeply to say more than 
this. 


Cambridge can never be the same to me without him as it was with him. 
And I know several others who will make @ similar confession. 1 A. 


By tbe death of Arthur Thomas Chapman, Senior Fellow and lecturer of 
Emmanuel o!lege, the cause of Rabbinic stulies in Cambridge has lost a 
devoted supporter, and many Jewish students a dear friend. His interests were 
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wide. He lectured, at one time, on mathematics, he was a thoroughly competent 
biblical student, a most capable organiser, with an unrivalled knowledge of 
University routine, and he was & zalous student of Rabbinics. His love 
for Talmudica showed itself not merely in broad and general outline, be was 
always determined to master the most intricate points—either of the Calendar or 
of the Saorifisial system. Chapman, Taylor, Lowe, Streane and others formed 
® coterie that came together regularly to read Talmud. Barely a fortnight ego, 
we met in bis rooms, and none of us thought that it would be the last of these 
meetings. How eagerly he used to follow every word of Dr. Abrahams! He 
once said that these gatherings were the most important events ia the term 
for him, and he was always ready for additional meetings. He never 
missed an opportunity for learning, and his 4uestions showed both his 
love for the subjsct and his thoroughness and assiduity. He was one 
of the old school, and a troe representative of the old-time virtues. 
His kindness and friendliness endeared him to all. He lived no hermit’a life. A 
good chess player, a keen cyclist, a pillar of the combination room, facile princeps 
at the High Table, he was always in the centre of college life. Of his academic 
career, which was brilliant, it is unnecessary to speak. At the age of seventy-one 
he published his “Introduction to the Pentateuch,” and his “Commentarv on 
Leviticus” was nearly ready last term. He contributed to the Cambridge Com- 


' panion, to the “Stuiy of the Bible,” and to “ Hastings’ Encyclope iia.” He was 


a deeply religious man, his sincere convictions and quiet piety were potent 
inflaences on his contemporaries and juniors, by whom his memory will be 
reverenced with genuine affection.

JEWISH PEACE SOCIETY. 


| INAUGURAL MEETING.: 
A meeting was held on Monday at the rasidencs of the Chief Rabbi to 
inaugurate the Jewish Peace Society. 
The CHIEF RABBI, who presided, having announced apologies for non- 
attendance from a number of ladies and gentlemen expressing sympathy with the 


proposed society, said that they had first to consider what were to be the principles 


of the eociety, whether they believed absolutely in peace at any price and in 
the possibility of the immediate elimination of war. Were they to b3 absolute 
pacifi.ts, or were they followers of what is called the New Pacificism? He 
personally could not declare himself an absolute pacifist. He could not join 


in an unconditional condemnation of all wars. He thought that the guiding. 


principle of the Society might well be the saying of the Rabbis, “The world 
depends on three things, Truth, Justice and Peace.” A Society such as theirs 
could do something to show forth the illusions of war—sentimental, economic 
and patriotic. Again, by merely orying “Peace, Peace,” they should attain 
very little, unles3 they had a second preliminary vondition—an International 
Tribunal of Arbitration. In the direction of working for more trath on qaestions 
of war, and educating the public mind for the necessity of j aatice in international 
relations, they would be doing nsefal labour in the cause of Peace. 

The R.v. MOsRIS JOSEPH said he agreed with the Chairman with regard to 
Toe vaguer the principles of that Society 
the better it would be. Although himself a pacifist he agreed with Lord 
Roberts in believing it was right to have some sort of physical training for the 
— men of this country. Oue of the foremost reasons for having a specifically 

ewish Peace Society was because it had been said that Jews were war-mongers. 
It had been said that Jews had furthered the South African war for their own 
ae shee be bat the only one who had done so was a man who had been made to 
ve Jadaism when a boy of six. He hoped that the basis of their Society would 
be sufficiently wide to admit pacifists of all kinds—a society established for the 
ss J. FRANKLIN from the principle su of a wide 
iss ETHEL BEHRENS, the promoter of the movement, was in favo 
adoption of a wide basis for the Society. 

The Rev. Dr. J. HOCHMAN moved the following resolution, which was carried 
nem con :— 

That this meeting of members of the Jewish community considers it desirs 
& Jewish Society formed for the furtherance of

JEWISH CHILDREN IN WORKHOUSES. 
A Supplementary Word from Mr. Stern. |

To THE EDITOR.—F rom the Rev. J. F. STERN, Synagogue House, Stepney. 


§1k,— Will you psrmit me toadd a faw lines to my previous letters on this 
question in reply to the two points raised by my friend Mr. Alex Gollancz in his 
letter to your columns of last week. 

First, as to the ignorance of the subscribers of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan 
Asylum with regard to the support obtaioed from the parochial authorities towards | 
the maiotenan:e of children transferred to the Lostitution under the Pauper 
Removal Act, Mr. Gollancz will fiad the followiog item in the ba aace-sheet of the 
Charity : “ Sabventions towards maintenance of inmates from Jewish Boards of 
Gaardians aod various U uions.” 

Secondly, as to the stigma attaching to such children towards whose main- 
tenance soca snbventions are received. I ventured to make inqairies of the 
‘headmaster of the Orphanage, Mr. M. Kaizer, and I am permitted to qaote the 
following from his letter :— 

1. We have nearly one hundred children from U aions in the school. 

2. I bave had nearly four years’ experience in dealing with them. 

3. Nubody in the Institution knows which ohildren come from Unions. 
This means that nobody heeps entries bssides myself of the fact that any particular 
child is admitted from a Union. Indeed, I do not know myself which obiidren 
come from Unions without referring to my record. Certainly the children do not 
know. | 

4. Very few of thase one hundered children know themselves that their 
names have ever been through the books of a Union. No reference is ever made 
to this fact of their past history. | 

5. Oace a year one or two of the Guardians of each Union visit the institu- 
tion, and see the children that they have sent here. The childrea do not know 
who they are. For example, afew weeks ago we had a visit from the Guardians 
of the particular Union which has been the cause of this correspondence. They 
saw the few children whom they have sent here. Oae of our teachers asked a 
particular boy who it was that saw him. His answer was “ the Government 
laspector.” This incidant will show you what reality there is in the so-called 

6. Speaking with a lifetime’s experience of dealing with Jewish children, and 
with a considerable knowledge of their religions training, I have never seeu any 
trace in these one hundred children of conversionist isflaence.

‘Jews bad their own State. He bad been fascinated when two or three years ago 
he had seen that the matter was being discussed by those who were interested in 
such things. 

Dr. SELIG BRODETSKY then read bis paper, in the course of which he said 
that the proposal to fe-und a Jewish University in Jerusalem was one that must. 
_ have taken many people by surprise, and the « ffect of that feeling of astonishment 

was best reflected in the desire evinced by many Jews to discusa the qnestion ins 
purely academio and theoretical manner, as if the proposal were bot a dream, and 
the carrying out of the same were, if at all, a question for the remote future. 
Io order to prevent what he might be excused for calling a fruitless theoretical 
‘debate, based on generalities and sentimental pr jidices he would at once state 
that the University pr j-ct. far from being a mere suggestion, was a practical 
scheme approved by Jews of all shades of religious and political opinion. He did 
not derire to introduce to them that evening a theoretical provosition. He rather 
wished that meeting to discuss what attitnde thev, who had had the advantage of 
& university training, should adopt towards the attempt that was now being made, 
and seriously made, to endow the Jews as euch with a specifically Jewish U iver. 
sity. It was evident that there were numerons considerations that entered into 
the question, and in that short introduction he would attempt to present thore 
considerations as briefly and as clearly as he could. But before be could proceed 
to deal with the subject before them he mnat remove one suspicion or rather 
misconception. A rabbinical maxim anid: “If thou art conscious of any failing. 
confess it before thou can’st be reproached with it.” He bad no conecions fault 
to confess in connection with the University preject, except his ¢bvionsly 
very imperfect claim to be the expounder of this scheme at such a meeting. But 
one reproach could ba levelled at the University proposal, and rather than wait 
till one of the subseqnent speakers mentioned it, he would follow the advice of that 
brilliant dialectician Rava and kill the hogey before it was raised. The most obvious 
rapreach that conld be levelled at the U aiversity pre j-ot was that it emanated from 
the Zionists. For better or for worse, we lived in an age of parties and party 
labels, ard we must recognise that no matter how excellent a prorosal might be. 
no matter how many argoments conld ba used in its favonr. no sooner was it 
adopted by one party, than the opposing parties were, ivso facto. constrained to 
adopt an attitude of opposition to it. The Zionists, as a distinct cultural and, to 
some extent, political party in Jndaism, must not expect to be exempt from the 
conse qnences of this gereral buman failing, ard in no spirit of offensiveness did 
he say it, specially Jewish failing. And it was jnst becanrce he exnected that the 
fact that the Zionists first sanggested the Jewish University would arouse great 
Opposition. that be was particularly gratified at the wonderfol manner in which the 
Suggestion had been 
APPROVED IN ALL CIRCLES, 


Zionist and anti- Zionist, National and non-National, Ortbodox and Reform. This 
general approval suggested to his mind one of twoconclurions. Hither that the 
University proposal possessed so many inherently good qnalities that opposition 
was almost cut of the question, or that we Jews were really not so divided as we 
were sometimes led to ruppose, and that io reality there were many idealsand many 
desires that we all possessed in common, and for which we could work in harmony, | 
freed from the ditoord of party strife. He was convinced of the unity of Israel, 
that all of us did really ardently desire to better the condition of our people, that 
there did exist a brotherbood of all Jews, no matter how we differed in the name 
we ascribed fo it, national, religious, cultaral, or missionary. We were all 
prepared to devote our energies to the promotion of the welfare of this Jewish 
brotherhood. No sooner was something proposed tbat could be accepted by all 
parties than differences were dropped, and unity reigned where discord bad held 
the field. It was proposed to found a Jewish University. As already mentioned, 
the proposal had a prectica! siguificance, for on the very day tbat it was made s 
gum of sometbir g like £24 000 was rubsoribed for the purpose. Zionirts were wire 
enough to see that here was something that the whole of Jewry could take op 
Anti-Z ovista like Dr. Phillipsohn and Dr. Abrabams, men of science like 
Professor Ebriich and the Pr s dent of that Society, educationalists like Sir Philip 
Magons, politicians like Luzzstti, men of etters like their Chairman that evening— 
all bad, with remarkable uoavimity, not only approved the principle of the Jewish 
University, but would, as far as possible, support it and aid in its foundation. 
Here was a noteworthy proof of the.brotherhood of Israel. It was evident that 
nobody would have ruggested a Jewish University if there had been no obvious 
need for such an institution. It was no child’s play to carry ont such @ proposal, 


and only tbe most urgent necessity had compelled the initiators of the scheme to 


formulate it. A Jewish University was needed. Oo the one hand there was the 


HUGE ARMY OF JEWISH WOULD-BE STUDENTS, 


thirsting for knowledge, eagerly snatching up every morsel of education that was 
thrown them by those feasting at tables richly laid with intellectual fare. On the 
other hand, there was the Jewish people going to ruin and desolation because of 
the lack, the increasing lack, of a Jewish Intelligenz, a cless possersing mcdern 
culture in Jewish vesture and Jewish culture in modern garb. He had but to 
mention the word Russia, and every Jew and non-Jew at once corjired op in his 
mind the picture of a barbaric bureaucracy, which practised anti-Semitism in its 
worst and most revoltiog form at the same time as it carried on a campaign of 
unrivalled ferocity against the Jewish intellect. It was all but impossible fora 
Jew to study in Russia. The Rassian Government was at the same time cutting 
its own throat ruining and demoralising its own univereities, now a byword in 
Earope. Bat that did not deter the minority that raled Russia from ite fiendish 

licy. Day by day, more restrictions were made, forther discriminations were 

troduced against Jews. Jews could not study in Russia. Thev went abroad. 
They studied in Germany, Austria, Switzerland, Belgium and France. Some- 
thing like 2,000 Rassian Jewish students were in Germany alone. It was 
difficult to estimate how many Rassian Jews studied in non - Russian 
universities. But some indication of the hugeness of the problem could bs 
given by stating that in Léze there were over 500 Russian Jews studyiog 
engineering. Girls who had fied from the Russian tyranny, which forced 
them to take the “ Yellow Ticket,” in order to bay the privilege of residential 
qualification in University towns where Jews could not reside, and who were 
heroically working under the difficulties inherent to exiled studentsbip, were 
openly and digracefally insulted by Austrian students. In Germany matters bad 
reached a crisis. It should be evident to all that Jewish students needed a Jewish 
University. it was on the other hand equally important tbat the Jewith people 
should be endowed with such a place of learning. The Jewish people was 


ENTIRELY DEPENDENT ON ITS CULTURED CLASSES 
its Intelligens, for ite stability. Assuming that Jews hada right to exist as such, 
we could continue to have a separate existence only so long as we produced 


clase of Jews whose tack it was to minister to the especial neede of Jewry. 
He did not mean only Rabbis. He was referring to Rabbis, teachers, men of 
letters, in fant to all that conld be undorstood as being included in a cultured class. 
The Maskilim of the last century were a remarkable type—men possessing great 
knowledge in matters Jewish, seeking to combire this with modern knowledge 
acquired at the Universitv or privatelv. In almost all cares those attempts resulted 


ao much modern krowledge that they left us altogether, and as faras Jewry was 
acncerned their compromise was death. Others could not break through the 
Ghetto wall that surrounded them, and neraonal tragedy and intellectual disruption 
resulted. Solomon Maimon, Jehnda Leb Gordon and Lilienbloom were ins'‘ar ces. 
Jewry needed an intellectual home as much as or even more than the individual 
Jews who cou'd not attain to the knowledge they thirsted after. Jewish religious 
education con'd never be what it should be so long as they bad no University to 
train proper Jewish teachers. The Jewish Rabbinate onuld not maiotain ite 
ir finence unless thev possessed an inetitution that would make them Jews and men 
at the same time. Hoe had received an offer of help to carry ont the scheme from 
a very prominent member of the ocmmnonity on condition that the University 
was in the natnre of a Rabbinical Seminary. At the same time the very pious 
Zionists, the M‘zrachi, made ita condition of their support of the scheme that 
the University should be merely secular. As 


THE CHIEF RABBI HAD POINTED OUT 


were in a position to adopt Hebrew for their every-day speech ; and another 50,000 
who could do so after a little training and encouragement. With £200 000 they 
might hope to found an institution which sbonld in tims develop into one ou a par 
with the more prominent European Universities. With that sam, in conjusction 
with the several medical institutions already in existence at Jerusalem, with the 
National Library, which waa fairly well stocked with books. and the Archm'ogical 
College, which was beirg founded by Baron Edmond de Rotbschild, there were 
indeed very good prospects for the University becoming a really first-rate institu- 
tion. If they bore in mind the canres of 
THE NE*D FOR THE UNIVERSITY, 


then they would at once realise what it would do for them, and in what way it would 
benefit Jewry. It would provide a home for the Jewish intellect. It would 
receive with open arms those students who were driven away from European 
Universities by a spirit of cultured anti-Semitism. It would provide a place for 
research for Jewish scholars and scientists. It would be the centre from which 
Jewry would obtain its Jewish and general knowledge. It would minister to the 
educational needs of the perple. By means of its academic position, it would help 
in carrving ont the educative mission of Israel. It would be a source of light to 
the dispersed Israel as well as to the nations in whose midst we dwelt. It would 
be a living shrine which would attract crowds of yonng pilgrims, eager to driok of 
the living waters of knowledge and to bask in the light of wisiom. Jadaism had 
always included knowledge. Our very existence as Jews depended on our 
inherited treasure of knovledge. We had received that heritage of Jewish know- 
ledge from the past. We must hand it on to posterity. The foundation of a 
Hebrew University in Jerusalem would enable us to hand over our charge to those 
that followed us, not only in the state we had received it in, but with added 
strength and added lustre.

The CHAIRMAN said be had listened with interest to Dr. Brodstsky’s paper, 
as he had also to the remarks of Dr. Biishler. There were a large number of 
Jewish students trying to enter universities. They represented come of the best 
timber in Jewry, avd it was at present allowed to rot. They shonid provide an 
institution where the vast number of young Jews could satisfy their thirst for 
learning. In the sense that Jerusalem appealed to all, that wou'd be the right 
centre for building snch an institution. He thought the scheme would appeal very 
strongly to those who had alm st paseed away from their faith bat who neverthe- 
lees, were realty to do something for their people The proposed University 
sbonld be the Facu!ty of Hebrew kiowledge. Dr. Biishler had asked what work 
those who left the University were todo. There was not only Europe but all of 
the new world—the Eastern world. He thonght there wou'd be a large field for 
Jewish intellect S ulents from Rossia would soon learn French and German, 
and then those Jewish intellects would be dispersed and oarry their inflaence to 
all parts of the world.

THE MOTIVES FOR A ‘ JEWISH UNIVERSITY.” 


— 


To THE EDITOR.—From Mr. MORLEY DAINOW, B Sc., 33, Turner Street, E. 


Sirk,—The discussion on this at the meetirg of the Maccaticws was 
most confuring According to Dr. Brodetsky, a “Jewish University” is a 
necessity; scoording to Dr C. S Mvers, it is a monstrosity ; according to.Dr. 
Bichler, it is an impossibility ; accordiog to Me Grad, it is a policy ; while Mr. 
Benas thinks it is natural growth, and Dr. Melamed, that it will produce 
intellectual uoemployables. 

Apart from this comparison of opinions, however, there is a deeper confusion. 
resu!tirg from the misunderstanding of the real motives behind the movement for 
the University, which seem to be two—one national, and ths other iatellectual. 

When the claim for the Uaivearsity rests upon the national basis, that is, that 

as Jews we must do all in our power to produce anything likely to add to our best 
interests as a nation, then there can be no real opposition to such a claim. Either you 
believe ia the destiny of the Jews, or vou do not, and there is an end of it. Bat 
when the claim ia put forward that a Jewish University is needed because, accord- 
ing to Mr. Leon Simon, a training in Jewish science and learning is the best 
mental disci. line, I beg to be allowed to protest. There are three drawbacks to 
suchaclaim. They are: (1) ccmparison of trainings; (2) scope of studies; (3) 
range of students. 

The condition of psychology and education at the present day are such that it 
is im poesible to Cogmatise unon which subjects give the bast training. If it be 
claim+d that Hebrew and KR: bbinics give the best trainiog to the mind, there is a 
danger that, in order to justify such a claim, some Jewish minds must undergo a 
training in otber subj cs sy Christian Apologetics and so forth, so as to compare 
the results of tbe d ff.rent trainirgs. If it be found that the mental effect of a 
traiping in non-Jewi-h enbjcts be suyerior to that in Jewish subjects, then the 
logical conclusion would be to withdraw tte Jewish snbjects from the curriculum. 
The second drawback is that in specifically Jewish U: iversity there will hardly 
be that sccpe for the questionings of the fundamertals of Judaism and other 
religions so dear to the heart of intellectnsl youths. Without euch Sooratic oppor- 
tuoities a truly liberal ednoation is endangered The third drawback, as was: 
pointed out by Dr Charles 8 Mvers, is that in limiting a University to Jews, 
there is likely to be lost that opportunity for the meeting of students of various 
races and nationalities which in itself is a most valuable training.

If they did not live to 
see this consummated, then it would be th ir daughters who would see womaa on 
an equality with man for such it was that God meant her to be. There was a 
question es to whether it was the Courch or the Synagogue that bad broagbt about 
this state of affairs. The position that bad always b:en occupied by Jewish 
women was ove of beautiful idealism. In the latter part of Jewish history, 
wremen bad been admitted to the ranks of prophetess, juidge, and queen. Aad 
Jewish children were exhorted to revere their mother as well as ther father. Was 
not the tribute to the virtaons woman in the Book of Proverbs the most beanti‘ul 
one ever written? The epesker quot: d from the Talmud in sapport of the Rabbis’ 
outlook upon women. He thonght the time had come when they should obiain 
for woman the privileg: of self-representation. Tt was in the majority of cases 
not & question of man being woman’s equal, or vice versa, but of doing J stice to 
woman. was what had bronght him there that aftercoon. 

Mr. A. M. LANGDON, K OC., said they were all indebted that afternoon for 
two favours In the first plac, they had heard the historical dissertation by the 
Rev. W. Levin, and then the Casirmsn bad given them in the neatest form 
we man’s claim for the suffrage. He had been invited one day to take part in a 
suffrage debate. His oppovent started with these sentences: “I do not propose 
to talk of the j 1stice of the canse this night. I only want to say it is inexpedient.” 
They had simply had to prove its expediency. In that debate he had asceriained 
that the obj ction to grant the euffcraze bad not been voted on reason, not on logic, 
but on centuries of the prejadice: ‘ Woman shall be where I chcose to place 
her.” The supporters of that contention had thown themselves blind 
to the facts of bistory and progress. The place that woman took in 
s-cial life to-day was very d fferent to whst it had been fifty years ago. 
During that period w: man had occupied herseif in ways that had nut been possible 
a buodred years back. Therefore, to.apply the argum-nt of history to the con- 
di‘ions of to-day was like trying to drive a railway train with a toy locomotive. 
All who were not fall of sex-pr: j idice had com, to the view that reasoa, economics 
and law all pressed to the same conclusion. The question was how were they to 
get what they wanted? Those who looked the facts in the face would come to the 
conclusion that they had to get the vote as aa answer to @ jast demand. Their 
only hope lay in convincing the electorate of men that jastice, logic, reason 
reqnired them to give women the vote. As Jews they owed mach to this country. 
As Jews thev had gained their liberties by an extenrion cf the law. Ouse of the 
best means of winning was throvgh such societies as theirs. If only they could 
get those who were in favour of the movement to endeavour to induce the average 
elector to record a vote io their favour they would wia. | 

Miss DORA LAZARNICK spoke on the activities of the East London Branch, 
and anpealed for a permanent meeting- place. 

Mrs. HERBERT COHEN detailed the activities of the Jewish League. 
She also spoke of the synagogue franchise, which bad been favourably considered 
at the New West Ead and Brondesbury Synagogues, for those women who held 
their own seats.

Taw President, 
Mr. HERBERT BENTWICH, was io the Chair. | 

Toe baif-yearly reports from the local administrators showed that during the 
past six months forty-six attendances had been made by msmbers at Tabaroth in 
respopee to notifications sent out from the offive of the Sexton of the Uuited 
Sypagogae. 

A recrganisation of the largs City district is being arranged, by which the 
district will be divided into three, the City, Mile End, and Stepney, with a 
separate @ ministrator to each. The Committee had also under consideration the 
renga of lady administrators in the South Hackney and South London 

istricts. 

The following resolution, referred to the Committee by the last annual 
general meeting « f members the Chevra, was adopted :— 

That the Chevra Kadisha take the earliest opportunity of informing the Chief Rabbi 
that the rites of Tahara are not being carried out in all cases Owing to many people 
having vo regad for this institution, and that this meeting hopes he will give his sup- 
port to further this Jewish practice in cases where it is not carried out. 

It was resolved that the next auoual ssrvice be held in the Great Synagogue, 
and the Chief Rabbi be invited to preach the sermon. 


Watchers at Hospitals and Infirmaries. 


A letter was read from the S-cretary of the Uutied Synagogue stating that on 
consideration of the scheme submitted by the Chevra a series of resolutions bad 
been adopted by the Burial Committee. These resolu ious include the followt g: 

That the Burial Committee undertake at their own expense to provide Watchers for 
the sick and dying at the Bethnal Green [1 firmary, Mile End Infirmary, St. Georges-in- 
the-East Infirmary and Middlesex Hospital for the term of one year, sae the expiration 
of which time the matter to be again considered. 

__ That the Burial Committee pay for the atiendance of their Watchers in accordance 
with scale; attendance upon the dying to be limited t» the time of death and snbseqaent 
removal of he body to the Mortuary; that the cost of the Watcher be charged to the 
relatives of the deceased in case of pa'd fanerals. a 

That the Visitation Committee be requested to ask the Visiting Ministers at the 
above institutions to report periodically to the Barial Society of the United Synagogue 
‘as to the satisfactory working of the arrangement in the selected institutions with a view 
to adopting any necessary steps to secure the better working or modification of the 
a(rapgem: nts. 

The United Synagogue having urdertaken to work the scheme at the four 
Institutions rc ferred to in the above resolutions, it was decded that immediate 
arrangements #h.ud be made, in conjanction with the Burial Society of the 
Federatiin of Synagogues, to pat the scheme into operation at the remainicg 


chapel Infirmary, Metropolitan Hospitel, ard the German Hoepital. Ri ga auons 
corresponoliog to those now adopted by the Uu.ted Synag. gue bad already been 
submitted to ube authorities as these Lastitotions, all of whom bad expressed their 
willingness to meet in evi ry possible way the quirements of Jewish practice ia 


connection with the last rites to the dying as well as the dead.

A Sermon for the Week.

A STUDY IN DESTINY. 


" For, indeed, I was stolen away out of the land 


of th Hebrew: 
have I done nothing that they should put me into the 


dungeon "— Genesis 15. 
The story of Joseph introduces us to one of the many strange ways in 
which Providence continues to save some people from their friends. Had the 
brothers who stole Joseph out of the land of the Hebrews and those who 
threw him into prison on a false charge desired to give hm the greatest help 
in their power, they could not have acted a kindlier part than they did. Thev 
stepped in at the right moment and prevented a great soul from being ruined 
by over-indulgence and foolish adulation. Joseph was in no real danger from 
their hands, his danger lay with his father, who was doing his best to epoil 
his favourite son, and apparently with every proepect of success. It would be 
impossible to describe methods of training more certain to result in mingled 
duplicity and deceit than those adopted by this indu!gent old man. He allows the 
lad to mingle with his half-brothers, and brir g home evil reports of their doings. 
Instead of punishing bim for playing the part of a spy, his infatuated parent 
rewards him with a coat of many colours.” Had Jacob particularly desired 
to breed bad blood among his own children, he could not have proceeded with 
‘more deplorable ingenuity. Character is certainly a mysterious fabric, and it 
is not easy accurately to estimate a man’s share in the formation of his own 
The tragedy of Jacob’s home life had sprung from this very sin of favouritism. 
Isaac loved Esau, Rebeccah loved Jacob, and now Isaac has reappeared in 
Jacob, and the lesson of his own early experiences is apparently swept on one 
side. He proceeds to prepare a similar doom of exile for the unfortunate boy 
whom he has selected for eprcial favour and distinction.! The poison works 
It not only renders Joseph apparently insensitive to the dishonour of associat- 
ing with his brothers one hour and betraying them the next, but it even 
infects his imagination. The disease of egotism finds prepared soil in which 
it can readily strike root and thrive; the thought of his own importance, 


fostered in him by his father in the daytime, colours his dreams by night. He 
himself is the , 


Hero of His own Visions. 


And his gratified vanity prompts him to acquaint his brothers with the 
fact. Clearly the poison has now got such a hold of him that it will not be 
easily ousted from his system. If he is to be saved in time, his whole life 


must be violently wrenched from his present surroundings and subjected to 
some hard and relentless discipline which, by breaking down his self-assurance 
and curing his vanity, will give opportunity for the nobler qualities to arise 
and assert themselves. At present he is like a fine, strong tree in danger of 
being strang'ed by noxious creepers. It needs a sterner will than his father’s 
to take the lad in hand, and vigorously strike at the roots of the dangerous 
growths, and release the buried, hidden, genuine life of the soul. But a 
Providence that was cruel only to be kind flung the lad out, as it were 
careles-ly, ruthlessly, into the hard, unmerciful world, and so saved him from 
himself and from his friends, and gave him a chance to be made perfect 
through suff-ering—a chance of which he was to make the fullest use. “ For I 
have been stolen from the land of the Hebrews, and also here I have done nothing 
that they have put me in the dungeon.” The lad’s pathetic story is a study in 
human destiny. At times, to every serious student of history, there must 
come a strange overwhelming sense of the reality of that which men call 
Destiny. Philosophers and theologians have tried to express this fact in 
terms of their own special vocabularies, but when all has been said, the 
problem remains insoluble. When we are bafiled we would fall back on 
terminology, and we speak of Fate, which is the English equjvalent of the 
Hebrew conception 7%. The most devout minds believe that Fate, 71, is 


neither more nor less than the finger of God propelling a human soul along. 


the line of its true direction, guiding the star on its appointed orbit. But 
when we ask how this comes about, the mystery is seen to be one of ‘infinite 
complexity. “ D» we move ourselves, or are we moved by an Unseen Hand 
at the game?” asks Tenoyson. “ Everything is foreseen,” said the Rabbins, 
‘yet we enjoy the fullest liberty ;” | and, again, “ Everything down to the 
minutest incident is ordered by Fate.” $. Looking back, we see a 
stripling lad in Shechem, and we see an appointed place for his 
life-work in Egypt. Somehow he must be transferred from the clinging 
grasp of his father to the sphere for which he is destined, and there ensue o 
series of strange accidents, The lad is barely rescued by one of his brothers 
from a strange death when the others seil him to a band of Midianitish 
- ¢raders, who in their turn, take him down to Egypt and dispose of him as 
@ slave to Potiphar. 
The March of History . | 

has been by an obscure and devious route, but neverthelers, it has been 
making for the inevitable goal, compelling the close observer of these events 
to look up with awe and amazement, and to recognise “an Unseen Hand at 
the game.” Joseph's brethren, the Midianitish traders, and the Egyptians, 


were each and all somehow the unconscious Ministers of God, appointed to 
carry out His far-reaching designs. Little did any thought of Egypt pass 
through the minds of Joseph’s brothers when they cast him—as they thought 
—out of their lives for ever. Butin reality they had forged the first link in a 
chain that would one day bind the hands and feet of their descendants. They 


had sent forth this lad, and by the indissoluble bond between them they 


would one day be drawn in spite of themselves to that same land which was 
their appointed doom and destiny. Thus Joseph goes forth into a strange 
land, weaving as he goes invisible strands that, like the finest tissues of some

spider’s web, bridge the gulf between Shechem and Egypt, and, which, 
one day, will be as strong as cords of steel to constrain the authors of his exile 
to the land of their destiny. It may be difficult to reconcile the belief that 
There is a divinity that shapes our ends 
Rongh-hew them how we will 


with the doctrine of the Freedom of the Will. It would be an awfal thing to 


believe that man is not free to act or will for bimself, but is simply a puppet— 


doomed to go through certain performances and play oat to the bitter end the 
farce of seeming autonomy, when all the while he is neither responsible for 
what he does here nor for what he is to suffsr or enjoy hereafter. It would be 
an equally intolerable thing if life were no more than a series of lucky or 
unlucky accidents in which God has no interest or concern, and the great 
drama of human history a med'ey of confused experiments to which no grand 
Divine plan or purpose is attached. If we feel that God has simply given us 
life to do what we like with, to make it or mar it, utilise it or spoil it, while 
He merely looks on from a distance and makes no direct effort to help or guide 
us in our blind struggles, and to produce from the entangled threads of human 
history soma intelligible pattern, we should be driven to despair. We may not 
be able to reconcile God’s fatherly sovereignty with our filial freedom, but 
we may believe both. We must believe both, and never more so than when we 
discern in some great historical movement how seeming chance is actual 
Providence, and how sure it is that even in a world where the innocent suffer 
cruel injuries at the hands of the guilty, justice and judgment are the habita- 
tions of God’s throne. True, “ Man at some time is master of his fate.” But 
it is just as true that there are times when he is not. The time came to 
Joseph when he had to think and will and act for himself. But before that 
can happen part of his outward destiny has to be decided for him. He is at 
the mercy of stronger wills than his own. He is a mere

tossed here and there, himself unable to resist; a commodity in the markef, 


offered for sale and knocked down to the highest bidder. Unless some 
‘Unseen Eye” be watching over his affairs surely the whole purpose of his 
life is being hopelessly marred. Well, as the history progresses, we are brought 
to see that there is an invisible guidance by which his steps are being directed. 
He has not been brought down into Egypt for nothing, to pine away in slavery 
and to waste his years in a noisome dungeon. To apply the principle to our 
own lives, does it not come to this? That we are not moved by an Unseen 


Hand so long as we can move ourselves. But there are times in this” 


complex life of ours when we cannot do what we would; we are compelled to 
face the overwhelming pressure of other wills than ourown. The work we 
hoped to do, the life we had chosen to live, are no longer possible. Circum- 
stances have changed, nee-ssity, hard and cruel, has us in its toils) We may 
resent it and resist it, but the battle is to the stronger. But just when we 
feel that we are powerless to control our destiny, then we may hope that the 
Unseen Hand will come to our assistance and overrule the circumstances of 
our life for good. That seems to be the lesson which history and experience 
alike confirm as to man’s part and God’s part in human destinies. This 
petted favourite of a wealthy home, who wore brave apparel. and was loved 
above his brethren, and thought by day and dreamt by night of his superiority 
to them, has become an exile in a far land, eating the bitter bread of bondage 
and feeling the ignominy of undeserved punisment. Yet God, who has willed 
all this, is kinder to him than his own father, who would have saved him from 
it. ‘‘ Whom the Lord loveth he chasteneth.” There is a selfish will to be 
chastened in all of us, a mind of vanity to be corrected, a heart of folly 
to be broken. 
In the quiet orchard closes 

God bless all our Sains, say we. 
But may God blees all our losses, 

Better suits to our degree. 


. That is the lesson we have to learn in life, and which some of us learn so 


unwillingly—the lesson that more often than not character is perfected by trial 
and suffering, which are divinely appointed to this very end. Injustice, ingrati- 
tude, loss of friends and opportunity—all the cruel forces that seemed leagued 
against us to imprison our powers and crush down our hopes—may be designed 
as 80 many fresh opportunities for the development of new and unsuspected 
powers. Forgotten by friends, we are remembered by God; humiliated by 
man, this very humiliation may be a stepping-stone to undreamt-of honour 
and reward. Only let us bring ourselves to learn the great lesson of Faith in 
the ultimate triamph of good over evil, and then every vicistitude of fortune 
will only root our faith deeper in Him in whom there is no variableness, and 


of whom the devout soul can say with joyful confidence: ‘ My times are in 
His hands.”

CONSECRATION BY THE REVS. M. ADLER AND D. HIRSCH. 


OPENING BY VISCOUNT MILNER. 


FINE PHYSICAL DISPLAY. 


The opening ceremony of “ Goldsmid" House, performed by Lord 
Milner on Tuesday evening, graced as it was by many distinguished members 
of the Jewish and general communities, was highly successful as a function in 
more senses than one. It enabled a valuable 
piece of social work to receive due recognition 
and it showed how useful that work may 
become in the hands of the zealous band of 
young Jews who devote their leisure to carry- 
ing iton. The approach to the House by no 
means corresponds to the nature of the build- 
ing which now adorns Halfwoon Passage. It 
is @ narrow and mean alley, and it was un- 
comfortably crowded by a number of interest d 
spectators who awaited the guests on Tuesday. 
A smart guard of honour greeted Lord Milner, 
end the regimental brass band of the Jewish 
Lads’ Brigade enlivened the period of waiting 
The opening ceremony proper was brief, and 
though Mr. Le pold de Rothschild was pre- 
vented from taking the Chair, pleasure was 
expreaeed at the fact that his p'ace was taken 
by Mr. Lionel de Rothschild, M P., the Presi- 
dent of the Hutchison House Lids’ Club, who 
was accompanied by his mother and wife. 
, The display, which preceded the speeches, was 
excellent in every rerp*ct and fully deserved the tribute that Lord Milner 
paid to those who took p»rt init. In the speeches, however, a single Jewish 
note was absent. Ev nphasis was laid on the production of good citizens. 
No-one said a word about the proluction of good Jews. The © 
building, it was announced to the considerable surprise of 
many present, is to be unsectarian, to be occasionally 
devoted, as Canon Masterman hinted, to church bazaars. 
Lord Milner, in a weighty pan of praise of social service 
among |.d, expressed his pleasure at this generosity, wh ch 
sleo aroused the enthusiasm of the cleric who f llowed him. 
Even the Chief Rabbi did not rem:nd the audience of the 
necessity of iwparting a Jewish atmosphere, a Jewish 
character, to work among Jewish boys. Anything Jewish, 
except the names of the societies that are there to meet, is 
evidently to be rigorourly excluded from “ Goldsmid” House, 
and even that derignation, which would at least give it the 
colour of its Jewish character, has not yet been officially 
adcpted. Mr. Benn, to whom the new building owes so 
much, gave @ curious exp'anation why the extraordinary 
title of Camperdown House, for an institution of this 
character, should in his view be preserved. It was notable 
that a stony silence was maintained during this portion of 
Mr. Bonn’s remarks. The ceremony on Tuesday went off 
with great éclat, and though some who attended it went 
away with not a few regrets on the score of the unsectarianism 
which had heen foisted upon the venture, there could be no 
enthusiasm of those closely associated with the new building. 
CONSECRATION CEREMONY. 

’ The corsecration ceremopy was performed by the Rev. Michael Adler, 
Chaplain of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, and the Rav. D. Hirsch last Sunday. The 
function was in the main reserved for the boys, who mastered ia large numbers. 
Mr. Hirsch read the usual appropriate psalms and Mr. Adler offered up a special 
prayer.

BIENNIAL PROVINCIAL MEETING IN GLASGOW. 


THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


(From our Correspondent.? 


The Bienvial Provincial meeting of the Ang'o-Jewish Aasociation. which was 
beld in the Masonic Halis, West Rageat S reet, eal Sanday evening, wae successful 
from every point of view. Gaszgov waa chosen as the ceatre for this year’s 
meeting partly because of the increasing support the Associatwn is receiving 
frcm the local branch, which, under the mavagament of Mr. A. Schoenfeld, J P. 
(the President), aod his ablec a‘jators,in particular hisson, Mr. Edwin S -hoente d, 
the Hon. Sroretary, is increasing in membership ev: ry year The great interest 
taken in the work of tke Association was evidenod by the large and tho: oaghiy 
representative audience, numbering about 500, which attended the meeting, not- 
Wishst+ nding the uop!a-a: t weather. 

The chair was 0 cuvied by Mr. Clands G. Montefiore, President of the 
Association, and among those p-esens and on the p atform were Rabbi M Katz. 
R-v. I Levire, P o'eeso Gregory, +f Gl-sgow University, Ex-Bathe M. Simors. 
D.L.,J.P..M seers. A. Sshoente.d, J P , Herbert Loewe, Presicent of the Cambri¢g: 
Bavocb, M. Duparc. the Seoretary of the Astoviation. 8. Samuel and KB. 
H-ilbrop. In tbe au ieice were to be seen Mra. B Wohlgemnuth and Mr. Jack 
Woblgemu'h, tte widow snd son cf the late Mr. B Wob!g muth, who was the 
foonier of the Branch, and whoie memory is still cheristed by the c immunity. 


The Secretary read apologies from, among others, the Chief Rabbi, the Lord. 


Provost (who would bave been present if in town), M. Naroisse Leven, Pretident of 
the Alliance Israelite Universelle, Mr. D. L. Alexander, K.C. (a Vice-President of the 
Associavio:), Prof-ssors Gais.er and S:eventoa, the Rev. E. P. Phillips, and 
others. The Chief Rebbi, 10 bis letter, referred to the practioal help exteoded to 
their coreligionists abroad, tbe zealous endeavours to improve their social 
condition by tte means of : dacation, and the protection efforded to their oppressed 
brethren by the Association. M. L:ven, writing from Paris, expressed bia 
regret that neither he nor any of his colleagues was able to be pres-nt at the 
meeting. and bis sincerest wisbes for the coatioued pr sperity of tne Association’s 
work. Mr Alexander conveyed his deep senss of the good feeling avd cordial 
‘relations which hed for many years existed between the Board of D-puties and 
the Anglo-Je«ish Association. | 

The CHAIRMAN, on rising to move the adoption cf the annnal rerort, was 
received witb an enthusiasm indicative of the great respect in which he is held 
by the Jews of the second City of the Empire. Mr. Montefiore sania: 

It ie a pleasure to me to fiad myself in Glasgow, to move the adoption of the 
Report cf the Avg'o-Jewish Association in this great and importsnt city, and amid 
this growing Je+i-h commanity. Io alternate years we meet for this purpose in 
L, ndon, ana in some town outside London where a branch of cur Association hes 
been established. I am that on this occasion we have northward, tbat 
we bave been cffered, and bave accepted, your kind borpitalitv. The locality is 
fisting and suitable for the purpose we bave in band. Scotland, in various ways, 
has lung been keen for liberty, for eqaality of rights, and for «qual opportunity of 
service, and it is for berty, for equality of rights, and for eqoal opportunity cf 
service that our Association etands. For this reason the place where we have 
collected together for our apnual meeting adds an appropriateness and a 
distinction to our gathering. This Association, though it works for the good of 
men and women, of boys and girls, who live outside the kingdom, and, 
excert in one special case, outside the Empire, is neverthel-ss not unfi:ly called 
the Ang/o—or shali I ssy bere, the Bri o-Jewish Association. It is because we are 
adopted children of Britain that we feel it our duty to thiok «f those of our co- 
religionists whose fatherland—if indeed it can be called that—gives them so much 
less than our fatherland gives to us. ' It is b-cause we sread pied Kaglisbmen or 
Scotemen that we are asked to help our less happily situated and less fortanate 
brethren in faith ; be cause we are adopted children of the British Empire, 


WE OUGHT TO HELP THEM, 


and we can. The particular and detail*d conditions of one country we do not 
want to reproduce in another. Be we Jews or Christians, we are not foolish 
enovgh to thiok that it would be for every other country’s well-being and happiness 
if the ¢xact institations of Great Britain were tranrp!anted or copied througbout 
the globe. 5:.i certain ideals of cur country and coun'rymen we do undoubtedly 
want other lands and countries to share. Certain ideals ard their applications. 
The ideals I refer to are those of religious f-eedom, toleration and equality before 
the law—the application of them wh co we fiod in Eogland to-day—:bat Coristian 
avd Jew can both be, and are, eqaal feliow-citizens of their common fatherland, 
with eqaal rights, eqaal daties, and eqaal opportunities. Be our religious opinions 
to some extent divergent England treats us all as ber children, and asks u: all to 
serve and to love her. And if we g ve her that sincere and whole-hearted s-+rvice, 
then, whether in protection, or in education, or in ways more exalted still, she 
dots nct fail to reward ue. Oae of us may be & saccessful tailor, and one of us @ 
Cabinet Minister, and one of us a jadge—onar different religious opinions have not 
prevented the Jew, any more than they prevent the Christian, from reaching their 
respective goals. We need not be faithless to the religiou- beliefs of our ancestors 
to be admitted to school, to college, to uaiversity ; educagion, and 


ALL THAT EDUCATION CaN GIVE, 


are not limited to the worshippers cf a single creed. Half the Jews of the world 
live, as you know, in Russia. About twice the total number of British J ews live 
in Ramapvis. Now what is our claim and our demand for these five or six million 
men among their ninety or a hundred million neighbours ? Simply what we have 
in England avd Scotland. No more and po less. Equal opportunity, eqaal laws. 
Do we want them not to care for their country, to do nothing for it, to seek to 
leave is? On the contrary. We ask that they may be given opportunities for

service. Wa Jews have our fanits like other men. But thes fanite are, in many | 


cases, faults cansed by oppression. wrongdoing, ard degradation. Give ns freedom, 
avd we will eek to rid onraelves of our fanits. 
we will be the firat to condemn, and the Iaat to excuse, the faults which after two 
generations of liberty eball still remain. That, then, is one side of the work of 
our Asanociation, To fight for libertv and toleration: to seek to secure for our 
brethren in Rassias and Romania, and some other countries, ton. the blessings 
which we have obtiined in England. Inasanse weofthe “AJA” want to fight 
for our own dissolution and death for, indeed, it wonld be a grand dav, when, at 
least on ita p*litioal side, the “A J A.” is no longer needad, becanae the Jews in 
Roissia and Romania ara as free ani as emannsioated as the Jawa of Italy or 
Ergland or America. The men who fonnded the Anglo-Jewieh Association were 
men who had been throngh the struggle for 


FINAL AND COMPLETE RFMANCIPATION 
in England, and who wanted their fellow-Jewa to obtain in other countries the 
rights which in their country they bad fought for and bad won. Thev were men 
and women who bad felt the donble glow cf beirg patriotic Englieh Nstionalista 
on the one band. and ardent I-raelites in religicn npon the otber, who. corvinoed 
that such a combination was sincere and right and good in their own case, desired 
to extend it to the Jews of other lands, where freedom and equality were still 
uoknown or incomplete. That was the convistion from which the “A JA” was 
founded, and from that conviction and in that spirit it bas worked for the last 
forty years. Must we abandon it to-day? Osher voices are making themselves 


OTHER AIMS, OTHER IDEALS, 
are being put forward. There are those who seem to think that the struggle is 
unavailing, and that. we had almost better reocgyise facts as they are, and throw up 
the sponge. The poet Wordsworth ured a noteble pbrare He eaid: “ What one is, 
why may pot millions be?” It is, however, armetimes felt that as the Jews of 
Eogland or France are. such will the Jews of Rossia ard Rumanvianever be, I 
can well uoderstand each feelirgs of depression and desvair. is an essv for us 
here to say to these five or six million of men ard women in Rasgsia: “Keep un 
your courage; all will come right in time” It is easy to say, but it is oold 
comfort and cheap consolation. For look at the facts. Icok at what is actually 
going on, and what bas gone on during the past year. We mrst all sadiv admit 
that the paragraphs in oor report which deal with Rnoesia and Romania make ard 
and depressing reading. In Russia the regime of expulsions ard exclnsions atill 
continues unabated. The boycott in Poland of Jewish goods and Jewish shops is 


strictly maintained. The policy of. atarvirg the Jews out both phbvesiocally and» 


mentally, barrving, dezradiog and reviling them, seems, one is bynd to sav it, not 
only the policy of the extreme reactioniats, bat also the considered policv of the 
Government, and if not their considered policy at all events the poliay to 
which, under the goad and pressure «f the extremists, they not unvillingly 
yield And then tocrown all we have had the fu'l revival of the shamefn! b'ood 
accusation, we bave had the long trial at Kir ff which though, banpilv, it ended in 
an acquittal for the unfortnnate Beilis, vet did not declare the Blood Accusation 
itself to be & monstrous falsebcod and iniquitv. So much for Ruesia. And in 
Rimania is pot the equality promised and demanded by the Treaty of Berlin, 
thirty-four years ego. still as far off realisation as ever? Are not the Jewa g'ill 
excluded from the echools, still bampered at every turn in industry and commerce, 
still treated as aliens in bondage, without the 


COMMONEST RIGHTS OF CITIZENSHIP, 


even though it is notorious that a very large proportion of them bave lived for 
generations in the land, and are as clearly and undoubtedly Rumanians as it is 
possible to be? The facts are indirputable. They are deplorable and beart- 
rending. Bat how best are these six million rouls to be helped? How are they 
to be given the courage still to endure and to fight againat their almost intolerable 
lot? Well, in the first instance. I would say by helping some of them. within the 
limits of the possible and the feasible, to escape to more bospitable and leas bar- 
barous lauds. You know how deeply we of the Anglo-Jewish Association are 
interested in, and bow closely we are connected with, the work of the Jewish 
Colopisation Association, which has, at all events, secured for several 
thousand Ruesian J-ws conditions of independence and libertv and attachment 
to the coil in it3 colonies in the Argentine and elzewhrre. And when other Rassian 
Jews, cf their own accord and from their own resources, have found their way to 
Canada and the United States, there too the “Ica” bas helned our Yankee and 
Canadian friends to come to the aid of our Russian b-otbers. not with alms and 
gifts, for that is not our provinos, but indir ctlv, assisting them on to the lard, 
sod in other ways of which the report cf the “Ioa,” published in large parte in the 
J-wish Press, bas told all those who care to read and know. Then. ia the second 
place, as emigration and colonisation, after all, only affect a minority, aod will, I 
tbink, do what you will, and provide what openings you may, for a long while 
only affect a minority, of the Ra:s'an and Romanian Jews, we must help, if we 
can, in these countries themselvee. We must help in two ways. So far as 


THE EXPENDITURE OF MONEY 


is concerned, the Anglo-Jewish Association with its limited, its distressingly 


limited, income, is, I regret to assy, almost powerless. But here, once more, the 
Jewish Colonisation Association comes to the rescue. What has it done inside 
Rossia and Ramania for our brethren iv faith? 14 Romania it bas establiehed, 
or has aided in the establishment of a pumber of echools, both for boys and girls, 
both general and technical, so as to count ract, to some extent, at any rate, the 
banefal and wicked exclusion of the Jews from the public and national scholastic 
institutions. In Russia it has also aided a lerge pumber of schools, both elementary 
acd technical ; it bas created loan banks, which had already shown a bene fi ent 
activicy io Galicia, it has helped the sgrioultural Jewish settlements or Colonies, 
which a wi-er and more generous policy than that now adopted in the Empire hed 
erewhile created, to continue and to develop; it bas helped in tbe erection of 
tanitary dwellings, at cheap rents, for workmen in the big towns within the Pale.

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That, then, is one way in which the Jews of Russia and Rumania can be, and are 
being assisted inside the countries in which they live, assisted to make their lives 
& little less 
INTOLERABLE AND APPALLING 

than they would otherwise be. But there is another way as well, a very d'fficult 
way, it is true, but a way io which the large maj rity of the Russian and Ramapian 
Jews sre seeking to help themselves, and are asking us to help them. And here I 
come back to what I said before about throwing up the sponge. For if not in so 
many words, yet virtually, what these Russian and Rumanian Jews are asking us 
to do is not to throw op the sponge, but, on the contrary, to remain undaunted 
ourselves, and to help them to remain undaunted, too—to he'p them, io 
the very mid-t cf their awful troubles, not to despair, nt to give up, not to 
play into the bands of their enemies. They still bave courage, and they ack 
us still to have courage, to press forwari the old claims, to urge still the old 
demands. They still c'aim, and they eti!ll desire, to be Russian and Ramanian 
citizens, with equal duties and equal rights. They rtill claim that their 
different religions faith, and their diffarent ancestry in blood, shall be, and 
should be, no bar to political and civic liberty and emancipation. They still 
desire to rerve and to love their country, they still desire to be allowed to 
show that Jews, no less than Christians, can be the best of patriots. not merely 
as coldiers—though this they have shown already, unemancipated as they are— 
but in every honourab'e walk of life, and in all the arts and officss of peace. And 
we must help them to maintain this claim and this desire. we must belp them, 'n 
the very midst of their calamities, never to despair, never to surrender, never to 


play the game of the enemy, never to yield and say ‘Ya bave so crusbed us to. 


the du-t that we no Ilcnger want to be your fellow citizens. You have torn from 
us the very desire’ They look to us to help them never to yield, they look to us 
who have won cit'zenehip, who have won emanc'pation. 


TO HEARTEN THEM AND STRENGTHEN THEM . 
in their greater and more terrible strugg'e. And this pcint cf view—this claim 
and desire of theirs—we have to keep putting before the public conscience of 
Europe and America, and, so far as we can, before the Governments and the 
Foreign Secretaries of the Powers You koow how difficult the European 
situation is, how difficult it is for one Power to iaterfsre with the internal affairs— 
as they call it—of another. You know how eepecially difficalt it is to-day, when 
the one country is England, and the other Rassia. I need not labour that print 
I will only say that we must neglect no pesable opportunity of inflaencing public 
opinion and of stimulating the Governments—and always from the same old point 
of view, still energetically maintained by the Rus ian and Rumanian Jews them- 
selves—the point of view that Russians and Ramanians they are, and Rassians 
and Rumanians, in the fallest political and civic sense, in spite of religious 
differences, in epite of their ene mies’ calamnies, they are resolved to become or to 


remain. And this policy of ours is not easy and armchair optimism; it is not 
blindness to facts; it is the 


ONLY WISE AND SANE POLICY 


for the best interests (as they themselves, too, aseert and believe) of some millions 
of our brethren, who share with us the same fundamental religions beliefs, and 
the same fandamental religious aspirations. There is a second objaction to oar 
old ideals, and to the old policy reared cp upon the basis of these old ideals, which 
is also dua to & very natural depression and a very intell:gible sadness. It is said 
- that not only ia the emancipation of the Russian and Rimanian Jews so long 
delayed as to beget justifiable doubts whether it will ever be achieved, bat that in 
various cuntrie: « here eqaal rights exist on paper. they are violated in practice, 
or that where political emancipation may exist, sooial e nancipation is still wanting. 
In other and briefer words, the old ideals of the Euglish emancipation period are 
riddled through and throngh—tbeir vanity is exposed or made manifest by the 
spectre, nay by the very material reality, of anti-Semitism. To this objection the 
fall reply would be too lengthy to be put forward here. I admit to the fall 
the grievous set-back to our cause. I admit the actuality of the disease and the 
odiousness of its rerults. But I will not admit that it is permanent, that it has 
come to stay for ever, that is rooted in human natare, and cannot prasibly be over- 
thrown. And I also ray that it is possible to exaggerate it, and that it is frequently 
exaggerated. Among the many waye of fighting it, one of the best is courage. Ssy 
aod do what the anti-Semite will, we will not give our cause away. A highly- 
- important movement is going on in 

GERMANY 


to-day-—in Germany, the seat and home of a very widespread anti-Semitio feeling. 
A very large body of German Jews are banding themselves together to declare and 
prove that they will not allow external animosity or internal despair to rob them 
of their German self-consciousness, their German cultore, their German hearts. 
That, believe me, is the best answer to anti-Semitism—a united front, a holding 
the fi. g of liberty high a cleaving to the ideal. If we remain trae to our convic- 
tions, and courageously cling to the ideal, then, with one remedy more, we shall 
surely win through in the end. Odor steadfastness will count; our constancy will 
have its reward. “Say not the struggle nought availeth, the labour and the 
wounds are vain, the enemy faints not, nor faileth, and as things have been they 
remain.” After all, liberty and emancipation, toleration, good fellowship, msy 
have long to wait; they may meet with setbacks. reactions, defeats. But for all 
_ that th+y, and not their opposites, are for the fature: in spite of all opposition 
they will, at the Jast, come by their own, they will triumph in the latter end. I 
spoke of one remedy more, and this brings me to the other side of the Anglo- 
Je vish Association's work—tbe side which, in one s*nse, causes us less anxiety, 
and, in one sense, causes us more. It causes us less anxiety, because it depends 
80 much more upon curselves and not upon the goodwill and eolightenment of 
- goverpments and bureaucracies ; it causes us more anxiety, because it is dependent 
upon money. Hitherto I have spoken of, or alluded to, what we seek to do in - 


THE POLITICAL FIELD, 


how our aim is to obtain emancipation, equality, justice, to prevent persecution, 
oppression, and wrong. In any action we take to achieve these ends, we act, as jou 
know, through the Conjoint Foreign Committee, which is constituted of an equel 
number of representatives from our own Association and the Board cf Deputies. Oar 
action, our oorrespondence, our dealings with the Foreign Office in London, represent 


the joint i: flaence, the combined effort, of these two institutions, and thas may be. 


more jastly said to represent the entire body of British Jews. The other side of 
our work, connected with that one remedy, belongs more solely to our own Agsocia- 
tion. Tbe o her side—thet other remedy—is education. Woy, first of all, do I 
speak of it as one remedy for the evils of anti-Semitism? May it not be rather 
said that the better educated the Jews become, the more fisted for the various 
occupations and professions, the more equipped and endowed for the battle of life, 
the more they excite the envy and j-alousy of others? To some extent this 
argument is true; there is hardly a good without its attendant evil ; hardly a light 
without its shadow. But I want you to take 
THAT NOBLE OLD WORD EDUCATION 

in its widest sense, to think of it as inciuding not merely ivstruction, not merely 
intelleciual and technical attainments, yet very moch more. I want you to think 
of it as extending not only to the years of echool and college, but throughvut oor 
lives, as imparted to us, if I may so put is, not merely by our masters and teachers, 
but also by ourselves, This iife-long edacation is the one remedy more—an 
education in self.control, an education in humility, an education in reverence, an 
edacation in good manners, an education in duty and in service, an education in

religion and the love of God. It is this life-long elucation which is bound in the 
long run to tell. Oar adversaries, our enemies, perversely exaggerate ; there is 
little to say of them which is good; there ia much to say of them which is evil. 
But that we ourselves are wholly perfect, that there are no sore places, that there 
are no ugly, uopleasing features, amongst us, which it is well within our power to 
check and to heal,—I deny. A more thorough self-discipline amongst us, & 
higher achievement and standard in mora!s and manners, in duty and service, 
would not kill anti-Semitism by any means: but it would undoubtedly weaken is, 
There is a certain 
MORAL DELICACY IN LIFE 
a certain ethical taste and tact, the lack of which may not involve the fracture of any 
of the Ten Commandments, but may, nevertheless, be hurtful to oursocial well being. 
But what hasthe Anglo-Jewish Association to dowith all this, and how can it help? 
Ite fanctions are, I admit, more limited, bat yet help it can. For thoagh this 
wider edu ‘ation of which I bave spoken is life-long, its foundations are to be laii 
in the school. Doubly are they to be laid in the echool where the ipflaence of the 
home may not be wholly ad quate. And again though education is m ore than 
instruction, it includes instruction, and waere instraction is not provided by the 
State, and where our coreligionists are too poor too provide it for themselves, it is 
only just and proper that their wealthier aad happier brethen, recognising the 
faith-bond which unites all Israelites together, should come to the rescue. This 
is the basis, and this the j1stifi ation, of the ednoational work of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association and of the Alliance Israélite. The Jawish Colonigation Avs»iation, as 
I bave already menti nd, ia helping ia the work of education in Rassia and 
Rumania, the Allisnce Israélite and the Anglo Jewish Aseogiation mainly help. as 
the report tellg you, in other couvtries—ia Turkey, in Persia, in Morocoo. For 
in these countries, too, there are large communities of Jews, and here, too, though 
for different reasons, it is necessary to come to their educational assistance. [ do 
not propese up “n the present occasion to enter iato the details of our educational 
work. The report, which I will assum you to have read, or to be about to read, 
speaks for itself. I should like to dwell upon many points, bat there is no time. 
About two or three points, and about one or two schools, it is, however, necessary 
to say a few words. I mast repeat once more how 
PAINFULLY LITTLE 

it is that we do. Why isthis? Is it because there ig, after all, very little to do? 
Net so. It is because —I am ashamed to say it—the Jews of the British Empire 
give us so little money with which to act. Are you aware that our regalar 
income last vear—the means upon which ws ean more or less relv—hardiy 
amounted to £2 600? What can you do with £2600? V-rv little. Well, ae a 
matter of fact, cur expenditnre last year was about £5085, of which £4 540 
was used for strictly educational purposes, while onlv £545 was used in salaries, 
rent, printing, and other incidental expenses. The d ff+sreoce between our regniar 
income of £2 600 and this, in itself uiterly inadequate, expenditure of £5.085— 
about £2,485—nas to be met by spasmodic begging and dining every three or four 
veara. [can only repeat my conviction that the sympathy of the Jews of the 
British Empire towards their less f»rtanate brethren oncht to traaslate itself into 
a much larger annoal sum than £2 600 or even than £5 0854 year. It could do 
this easily if many more rersons gave regularly even a comparatively smali sam. 
Restricting then, as we are bouad to do, our educational coat to our financial 
cloth, it will be observed that of our £4 540 spent direotly on educational vurposes, 
@ portion was spent in subsidies to various schools of the Alliance Israélite, and a 
portion towards the upkeep of the three schools which are, in a more spzcial sense 
our own, the schools at Mogador, at Bombay, and at Jerusalem. Of these three 


schools I will only say that they are all doing good work, and — 


HELPING FORWARD THE GENERAL CAUSE. 


A glanceat the balance-sheet will show you that the Jerusalem school—where 600 girls 
are in daily attendance—ebsorbs some 53 per cent. of our total grants to schools. 
Ono the other hand, as £900 of our income is @ yearly subscription earmarked to 


this school, which would not ba given to us if the school did not exist, the percent- 
age is really oaly 41. Even that is high. But all thove—and they are many— 
who have seen this school, and tell us of the good it does, compel me to believe 
that this large proportion cf our fands allocated to a single school is not unjastified. 
We are all, for one resson or another, interested in Jerusalem, and if trom the 
very poorest sections of the Jewish population we can help to produce year bv year 
@ coptiderable number of good wives and good mothers and good workers—go>d in 
many senses cf that homely, bat wide meaning, word—I think you will agree 
with me that oar large outlay will have found its justification and its reward. If 
those who criticise the prorortioa which tbat outlay bears to our total income, 
who criticise the 53 or the 41 per cent., will belp me to increase oar fands, I will 
assure them that this proportion shall undoubtedly be reduced. Do not, I say, 
cartail or impair | | 
THE WORK AT JERUSALEM, 


but’ help us to do elsewhere, or to aid others to do eleewhere, the good, which at 
Jerusalem is being done. And now I want in the two or three minutes that I 
have still at my disposal, to say a few words about the general ideals or principles 
of education which underlie the schools of the Alliance Israélite and of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association. Naturally I do not claim that these ideale are perfecily 
realised. If they were, they would not be ideals. It is most necessary in 
these schools to thick ahead and look ahead. What is to become of the 
boys and girls after they leave us? And here let me add how much stress 
we lay upon the edacation of girls. The school in Jerusalem, on which we spend 
Did not a great 
man once say (or if he did not, it is well invented): “Give me the daughters, and 
the grandsons will look afser themselves.” I don’t want to miaimise the 
inflaence of the father, but more predominant and fundamental is the influence of 
the mother. Therefore, girls’ schools are perhaps even more important tban boys’ 
schools ; and in the E»st, where so much has to be done for raising the status of 
womanhood, they bave a special and peculiar significance. Generally, then, we 
must seek to help these boys and girls for the fature which may await them. We 
must give them, would you say, a severely practical education? Most decidedly, 
though perbaps the sense which I wonld give to | 

THE WORD “ PRACTICAL” | 
is just a little extended. We must fit them for their environment. Thus the 
languages we teach them must be those which will be of avail to them in their 
ef.er lives, without, however, forgetting that a western langaage such as English 
may enlarge a girl’s thought and imagination, even apart from ite bread and butter 
value, and without forgettingadue knowledge of Ht brew as the language of the B.ble 
andthe Liturgy. On the other hand, a too purely bookishand literary edacation must 
be avoided. It is more important that a girl should learn to make her own frock than 
that she should know the technicalities of grammar, whether French grammar or 
E-gleh grammer or Hebrew grammar or any grammar under the sua. The 
Alliance do something by way of adding to the ordinary elementary education 
fur boys some technical, mechanical, and commercial instruction. More could be 
dme und+r this head did means permit. Bat now as to my use of the word 
“ practical” in an extended sense. “ Practical” bas to do with action, and action 
has to do with life. Life includes many things; it means not only livelihood, bat 
living. The school wants those who leave it to jive well. Therefore it must

Mr. H M. LOEWE, in secondirg the adoption 
the President ofa U siversity Branob, and bis audience being partly, at any rate, 
academ!+in character. he would address bimself at the outeet to the students 
amovg them. He would like to feel that bis presence there bad been in some 
small way instramenta’ in stimulating the students of Glasgow University to found 
& branch of the Associ-tion of their own, to work themselves, and co-operate 
wish other branches of academic membersbip. The real student. and not the 
mere bookworm, longed to translate his theories into prectice, and to 
take hia fall ehere of personal service for the gocd of hamarity, and their 
mission was to bring modern lesrning and cu ture into those parts where 
their coreligionists hed not the meana of ac qairing them. Mr. Loewe 
qnoted from Chesterton's “The Napoleon of Notting Hill,” to show 
that their troe fuoction was to conserve and safeguard all the inheri ed 
virtnes, and see that in supplying that which wes lackirg thev did not destroy 
something precious. He would consider the chief fanction of a U siversity Branch 
of the Anglo-Jexish Association to be the c pportunity of fostering among stu“ents, 
in their most impressionable years, the practice of thinking imperially in a Jewish 
sense, and he emphasi+ d the great advantages of @ year or two spent in working 
in the Aseociation’s schools abroad, thay woul! be doing god to others, and would 
be benefiting themselves. Mr Loewe proceeded to describa the pature of the 
work carried on at the various sch ols abroad, and as most of his remarks were 
the outcome of personal experience, they prov'd very interesting. Moch 
could be done, he said, by the teachers outside school hours, and although 
his: fforts to ia roiuce ataletics ia the Cairo Ssbool had mat with no support he 
was giad to say that they bad since been successfully introduced in the communal 
schools there. They were seeking to make the children good Jews and Jewesses, 
and whil+t they did not want to foster emigration, they did not wart to build up a 
new Ghetto. Referring to the ‘‘ Evelina” School in Jeru-alem, Mr. Loewe paid a 
tribute to Misa Land-u's work there. The Hebrew he h-ard in that School was 
the best be bad ever heard io Pulestine—dnue to the services of Mr. M yohas. To 
the audience be would appeal for support, and to the students for thonght and 
interest. When thev were stadsiog let them think of their brethren who lacked 
the opportunities which had come to them, not by merit, bat by accident of 
bicthplace.

Woich was right it 
was not for him to ju’ge, bat their action was dictated, not by questions of 
dignity, bat by what they considered to be the beet interests of those concerned. 

The motion to adopt the report was then pct to the mecting and carried unani- 
mously end with acclamation. 

Ex Bailie SIMONS, in movirg a resolution of thanks to Mr Montefiore, said it 
would be an easy mater for bim to Javish praise ca Mr. Mootefiore, bat he did 
pot know if that gentleman would care for it. It was enough to say that he was 
one of their most ideal figures. They were attached to him for the name he b re, 
avd be could say in his presence that bis coreligionisis regarded him as most sincere 
and tarnest—a figure in Judaism to be revered, admired, and adored. They saw Mr. 
Montefiore, a scholar and a gentleman leading a life not of laxury but of toil, and 
hig rexard wes his own conscience. (Loud cheers ) 

Mr. A. ECHOENFELD, J.P, in seconding the motion, referred to a sugges- 
tion which had been raised ia the Lord Provost's letter of apology, that the name 
of the Avsociation should be the Bvitish-Jawish Association. They in Sootland 
were rather sensitive about the indiscriminate use of the word “ EKaglisb,” and he 
left the matter ia the bands of the Cnairman. They, as Jews, he said, had no 
politics and took no cognicance of political opiaions. They had a common plat- 
form in two things. The first was the defence of those who suff red for a religion 
which had produced such systems as Christianity and Mohammedanism. The 
second was the eucouragement of education, for the love of learning and the 
pursuit of study had bronght them a good deal of what they now possessed. The 
‘wonderful success «f Scotsmen at bome and abroad was dae greatly to their 
superior system of edacation. He concluded his remarks with an earnest appeal 
for support. 

Tbe CHAIRMAN, on bebalf of himself and his colleagues, ackoowledged the 
resolution of thanks, and moved a vote of thanks to the Branches, which was 

nded to by Mr. SAMUEL. 
te CHAIRMAN moved and the Secretary of the Association conveyed the 
thanks of the Association to the G.asgow Branch, and to the Committee who had 
organis:d the meeting 8» thoroughly and successfally.

LEAVING EXAMINATION FOR PUPILS. 


A meeting of the Jewish Relig ous Edu ration Board was held at the Central 
Syragogne Chambers. Hallam S:re-t, on Monday There were present: 

Mr. A. E. FRANKLIN, President, in the Chair, Dayan A Feldman, the Revs. 8S. 
Levy and J F Sern, Mrs. A. E. Fra klia, Miss Hanaah Hyam, and Miss Esther 
Myers, and Messrs. D. H. Asron, J. Bernbery, B. J. Feiend, 1. Goidston, A. Hyman, 
J.M Lissack, J. Meller, Charles A. Mocatta, S. Sasserath, F.S. Spiers, J. Trenner, and 
J. Victor. 

Ono behalf of the members, the Chairman welcomed Mr. B. J. Fu.iend, a 
new member of the Board. 


Representation on Subventioned Classes. 


The CHAIRMAN said that the Execative Committee had carefally considered a 
scheme whereby the B ard might be represented at those clasee3 receiving 
subventions from the Board. 

The SECRETAsY submitted a list of names of members of the Board who 
had been selecied by the Executive Committee to represent the Board on these 
classes, The Board baving approved the nominations, the Chairman said that 
the members mentioned would b: commnanic sted with, and asked to serve. 


Triennial Dinner. 


The CHAIRMAN reported the arrargements tbat had so far been made in 
connection wish the Triennial Dinner which, he said, would be held at the end of 
May or the beginnirg of Jane next. Mr. Lionel de Rothschild, M.P., had con- 
sented to act as Chairman at the Dinner, and bis own son, Mr Jacob A I -ankiin, 
head consented to act as one of the Honorary Secretaries. The Dinner Committee 
was in course of formation. 

| Leaving Examination. 

A long discussion ensued on the questi-n of the desirability of establishing a 
leavieg exe mina ion for pupils attenciog the Board’s c'aeses. 

Mr. ISAAC GOLDSTON said that a leaving examination would not only have the 
effect of etaudardisiuy the work of the Board’a classes, bat would raise the level of that 
work. He moved a resolntion favourieg the iusiitation of leaviag examinations, 
provided they were pot made compuleory 

Miss ESTHER MYERS, in seconding the motion, was of opinion that the 
grantiog of certificates would serve a useful purpose. She was certain that leavirg 
€Xaminations would b= welcomed by the teeciers geuerailyv. if they were voluotery. 

The Rev. J. F. t+ TERN expressed regret at baviog to d)ffer from the views of the 
educations! experts who had prec'-d dbim. Is seemed to him that far tco much 
importance was attached to certificates. They could best test the « ficiency of 
theic education by the pumber of children who, beivg thoroughly imbued with the 
spirit of their reiigion, regularly attended the synagogue and showed their interest 
in its services. Toey could best test the valua of their work from the lives the 
children led after they hed left ths Classes, and not from certificates which 
encouraged that priggishness and conceit already much too prevalent among Jewish 
children. 

Mr. J MELLER was of opinion that ths institution of leaving examinations 
would prove highly advantageous to the Board, espscially if they were to be con- 
duoted, as suggested, by au outside body. Io thia connection he mentioned that 
Dre Biishler bad intimated his willingaess to co-operate. Mr. Meller moved that 
the word ‘co: mpulsory” should be sabstituted for “voluntary ” ia the proposal 
before the meeting. 

Mr. J. TRENNKR eupported the proposal. 

Mr J EE.NBERG said that, speaking from experience, be could unhesita- 
tingly say that the schcol leaviog examinations were worthless, and served no 
usefal purpose. Notonly were they a waste of time, but they had been prov.d to 
be unsuccees fal. 

The Rev. § LEVY seconded Mr. Meller’s amendment, feeling strongly that 
the graatiog of leavirg cert fisates would encourage the children, would be an 
incentive to good and earnest work, would be satitfectory to the teacher, and 
establish the confidence of the parents in the work of the Board. 

Dayan FELDMAN trusted the suggestion would be adopted. Since the 
system of int psctiou bad replaced the old system of examination, he thought that 
the establishment of schoo) leaving examinations pow more necessary thanever. As 
Of course 
is would be d fficult to judga the Jewirh spirit of the child, butthe rel'g'ous spirit 
could only exist whi'e there «as.a sub tratam of knowledge. Personally he would 
like to see the institution of an independent b dy on the lines of the ones which 
undertook the duties in connection with the Oxford and Cambridge local ex4mina- 
tions, for instance. In that case pupi's not only of the Board’s Classes, but those 
cf any other Relig on Ciasses could be sent up for certifi ates in order to test their 
knowledg>. Until, however, some such b dy was brought into being he warmly 
approved of the suggestion for the establishment of leaving examinations as 
recommended by the mover of the motion. : 

Mr. CHARLES A, MOCATTA opposed the principle entirely on the ground that 
it would resuit in a system of cramminy being introdaced into the Classes. 

Mr. AUSTIN HYMAN was in fav: ur of leaving + xaminations. 

Mr. F. 8. SPIERS counselled the Board not to come to a decision in too great 
a horry. It seemed to him that those who supported the recommendation 
assumed that examinations were really a test of knowledge. But was that a fact? 
If that was not so, then he submitted that all the arguments for the proposal fell 
to the grouod. He qnestioned also if the gransing of leaving certifi-ates would 
raite the standard of edacation. He recommended that the whole matter be 
referred back to the Supervision Committee. | 

Miss HANNAH HYAM, while acknowledging the advantages of the system of 
leaving examiuations, feared that they might result in teschers concentra ing 
their epergies on certain children while more or less neglecting others, in order to 
fig them fer enteri:g these examinations. 

Mrs. FRANKLIN supported the suggestion and scorned the idea that teachers 
would in avy circumstances concentrate their atteotion upon certain children to 
the detriment of those less advanced. 

In bringing the disoussion to ac'ose the CHAIRMAN said that the motion had 
been brought forward with the idea firet of all putting their edacation, as it were, 
on a more business-like basis. There was much looseness in their present system, and 
it was hoped that the institution of a school-leaving examiaation and the granting 
(f certificates would tend to an all-rou d improvement of the education. He 
moved: “ That the Supervision Committee be instructed in consnitation with 
superintendents to frame a scheme for a leaving examination for pupils in the 
Board’s Claseee.” 

Io rep y to questions from Mr. Sternand Mr Mocatta, the CHAIRMAN said the 
Board was not binding itself to any princivie concerning leaving ¢xsmipat'oas. 
The matter would no doubt come up for further discussion after it had recsivod 
the consideration of the Sapervision Committee. 

The motion was carried.

two branches pamely, barristers and svlicitors, The names of solic'tors as a rule 
did not figure prominently in the oonrts of law, and thev worked for the moat part 
unknown to the world at large. Among the list of solicitors who had. however. 
attained muh prominence there were few Jewish solicitors who hed obtained 
anything like fame. Two names, however, stool out and thev were those of the 
late Mr. Hyman Montegy and Sir George Lewis, whose name wag aa familiar 
to the man in tha street sait wasin the profession, In view of the faot that it 
was general'y supposed that Jews were such great financiars it wag perfectly 
astounding that there had never happened to be a Jewish asnlicitor who had 
a “bie” City solicitor, Tarnirg to the other bransh of the profession, Mr. 
Jorgol anid it was not generallv known that first Jaw called to the Rar was 
Nathaniel Nathan Bagevi, althouch the insorintion on the bust of Sir Francis 
Goldsem d in his memory announced that ho was the first Jaw oalled to the Bar. 
Basevi, who waa born in 1793, was entitled to their attention, since his father’s 
giater was the wife of Isaac Diaracli and mother of the El of Beaconefield., Thie Mr. 
Baaavi wa to thea Rar in 1819. and estirsd in 1834 cams the 
pame of Sir Francis Henrv Goldamid, who chose the Bar for his profession for the 
purpose principally as that gentleman had stated. of opening no a naw career for 
his crreligioniats. Sir Francis was callel to the Bar in 1833 Some diffirnity 
occurred before he was finally admitted, on account of the fact that he wns 
a Jaw. bis application only bing granted at the third request. Mr. 
Jegsel then proceeded to name other coreligionista who had gained fame at the 
Bar. and who had helpad to make the history of that institution, civ'xg a 
of interesting anecdotes and biographiaal sketches concerning each of them He 
referred in tura to Sir Joho Simon. Mr. Jacrth Walev. Sir Ganrge Taael. Indah 
Philin Rerjamix, Joserh Maurice Solomon, and one or two others. Of these Jews 
at the Barat present ho thoucht it hardly necessary to aneak at anv length. In 
view of thia he made jnat slight reference to Mr. Arthur Cohen, K.O., and the

letter to yon which appeared on Dacember 5th, and I cannot do otherwise than 
comply with her request. I spoke of the “ policv cf dispersion being accepted and 
adopted by the whole commnnity.” By that I meant that it has been accepted 
as @ princ ple that every indncement sha’l bs beld out to Jews to move from 
crowded areas. The United Synagogue always’ keeps thia point in view when 
assisting to build synagogues, and so does the Board of Gnardians when giving 
facilities in its apprenticing and other devartments to decentrali e their work and, 
more important than all. a Jewish Disnersion Comm'ttee has been establichod, 
which organisation is available at anv p>riod of pressure for the expres3 purpose of 
he!ping Jaws to occnpation in di ‘tricts ep sraely pcpn'ated by onr brethren. 

From the context of her letter Mrs. Levy seems to have interpreted dispersion 
of Jews as disintegration of onr Jewish charities, which, of course, was not my 
meaving. Besides, the institutions to which she refers are not. like hospitals, 
temporary domici'es, but are more or less permanent homes, and s) are sabjact 
to different treatment. | 

With reg+rd to Mr. Berlyn’s question, “ Why should we Jews in England be 
babind our Datch ocoreligionists by not possessing even a Jewish horpital?” I 
should reply that the conditions are not the same in the two countries. 

Mr. Lowis, who comolaina of the elackness of Jewish Ministers in their visita 
to hospital patients, shon'd address hie complaints to those resoonsible for these 


visits. Ip anv oaee this does not bear on the question under discussion. 


Mr Morris Davis, partiv by a m'sqnotation—of course, unintentional—and 


| partly by an irrelevancy, would make me prove the opposite of what I intended. 


It is unnecessary to say that I neither agree with his reasoning nor accept his con- 
clusion, but bis point about mission balls is important. Of course, I am fally 
aware of the danger of these insidious and mean agencies, but if the Jaws only go 
there because they cannot make themselves understord by the doctors in the ont- 
patients’ department of the hospita's, then a case is made out for Jewish interpre- 
doctors, at these h>pitals, but not for the establishment of a Jewish 
hospital. 

“S$ L.” suggests that the progress in recovery of Jewish patients is sometimes 
retarded by their not being able to obtain all they reqiire in the matter of strict 
preparation of their food, and pro~er utensils, and he suggests that this suscepti- 
bility would be jsered at by Wast-enders. Not at all, such requirements, if 
genuine, meet with sympathy, ard if “8. L.” will state them ia detail, I can 
aseaore h'm on behalf of one horpital, at least, that they will receive immediate 
attention. What ere we there for but to meet auch calle ? 

The other matters dealt with in “8S L’s” letter hava eithsr bren anticipated 
by mine of the 5'h instant, or are beside the present qnestion, but I have one word 
to add in aniwer to his complaint that the “Rachmonos” of our fathers is 
apparently being allowed to die out. If this is so, then I for one am not sorry 
that commonsense and reasoned charity have combined to kill a system the 
pervicionsness of which was recognised by the community when they established 
the Board of Guardians and led the way ia this oxuatry to better things.

on which all those institutions which make use of this building meet is the 
Bolicitade for the welfare of the lads of this district and it is to the lads here 
present that I shall address myself. I sincerely sympathise with them in the 
infliction. (Langhter.) When I was their age, there was nothing I hated so much 


88 baviog to listen to speeches, and I am not sure I have got over that dislike 


altogether, even in later life. (Langhter.) It is almost as bad as having to make 
them and it has been my lifelong effort—not altogether a successfal one—to av id 
both the one and the other. The boys and I are fellow-snfferers to-pisht 


- (laughter). and theref ra fellow-feeliog ought to make us wondrous kind. The 


form my kindness will take is that I am going tobe short to-night. There are two 
points upon which I wish to touch. I first want to eay a word about what is 
called physical di-cipline. It is one of tne aims—perhaps not the privcipal aim, 
but @ very important aim—of the institutions which centre in this building to 
promote the physical health and strength of the lads who make use «f it—‘o make 
them strong, healthy, active, and supple. I believe that the admiration and the 
desire for physical excellence, for strength and skill of body is natural to almost 
every boy of almost every nation under the sun, aod it is @ very healthy instinot. 
Bat it is diffisuls to attain physical strength and skill uader the conditions of life 
which are in our very crowded cities of modern days, psrhaps especially in neigh- 
bourhoods such es this. Iudeed, it is so difficult that there is sore danger that 
the very desire for this exoeilence may die oat, that peopla may ultimately cease 
to care about something which seems hopelessly beyond their reach. That is 
what we have to fight against. Tne State and the community have to fight 


against it by doing a great deal more than they have done yet in our crowded 
centres for providing the means and 


OPPORTUNITIES OF PHYSICAL DEVELOPMENT 
or young people. Not nearly enough is done in that direction to-day, but we are 
doing more than formerly. Whether very much is done depends to a great 


- extent upon the lads themselves. They have to make use of the opportunities 


which are provided. So long as childran are at schoo! thay can ba campelled to 
unoergo @ certain amount of physical training, but from the time they leave 
school, in this country at least, they are under no compuision of any kind. We 
bave not got here, as they have in most European countries, a system of military 
trainiog. We bave no machinery whatever to keep op aay kiod cf ;hysiocal 
d-velopment. The boys are free tolet themselves go and slouch about jast as 
mach as they please. Personally I think it is ail wrong. I think it ts very anfair 
to the boys. I think the State neglects its daty in allowing it. Individuais— 


PUBLIC-SPIRITED INDIVIDUALS— 


are increasingly stepping in and discharging these neglected daties of the State, 
and providing ia an increasing degres the o; portunities that exist for physica] 
training. What we mast hope is that an ever-increasing namber of our lads, 
especially in our large cities, will avail themeelves of the chances thus provided. I 
koow it requires so effort, a great effort, very oftea in the case of lads who have 
to work fc r their living long hours a day. They cf en find great difficulty in spariog 
the time for anything else when their work is over. Pasrsonally, I thiak the time 
will come, and come soon, when it will not be permi-sible to work over-grown lads 
so mapy hours, with no time left for reasonable exercise and recreation. (Cheers.) 
I think that time is coming, and I hope it will come soon. But eveo as things are 
there generally is some time, and it is very often wasted in loafiog. AsI say, an 
effort is reqnired iu order not to waste the time. But the point of it ia this, that 
when that : ffort is once made the thing b-comes constantly easier, and if once the 
lad has experienced the pleasure of b-ing pbysically fis, and the self-respect which 
it engenders, bad babits and “sloppy” living generally become more and more 
distasteful, aod ultimately intolerabie to him. Thats ove thiog. Just one other 
word. Important as physical training is—immensely important—it is not the only 
thing at which the insiitautions that centre in this building aim. There is 


A MORAL SIDE 


to the objects of such bodies as the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, the Hutchison Houss 
Club, the Boy Sconts, and other institutions of that character, & moral and gocial 
side. And if I may put it io the briefest words, the things they may do on that 
side, the principles they staad for, are discipline and good-fellowship, to work 
together, follow your leader, to play the game for your side, not ovly to display 
your individual skill and powers. These are usefal things to learn. They are the 
small seeds from which spring the great virtues cf good citizenship and patriotiem 
(cheers). oat ie ove reason why games played and exercises performed in associa- 
tion as members of a brigade or clab or any body of that kind are the best kind of 
games and exercises, developing not only the physical qaalities of the lads who 
take part in them, but developing also the social and moral qualities which 
are no less important. To those lads who are fortunate enough to be able to 
continue their education till they are grown-up, who oan go to secondary schools and 
colleges, for them the principles cf association, the anion, the bond which holds them 
together, and gives them the sense of membership of a body to which they feel 
loyalty and devotion, are provided by the school or the college itself. But lads 
who, like most of those to whom I am epeaking, have to work for themselves from 
the moment they leave school, are thrown into the world, isolated very often, 
separated very often from their homes and their friends, mere helpless items 
among the enormous myriads of people in @ great city like this, all fighting for 
themselves, they have not got such a principle of union as the school or the college 
offers. For them is is 


“INVALUABLE TO HAVE CREATED A CENTRE | 


to which they can rally, a nucleus round which they can cluster, where the 
individual will nct feel so helpless and isolated and without backing, bat where he 
will gain the support of being a member of @ body or club or brigade, or whatever 
the particular asscciation may be, and may feel the backing that that is, the 
advantage of baving that sort of centre to his life and that source of mutual 
support and sympathy, and at the same time where he may learn that he ought to 
do something himself to repay the advantages thus derived,’ and to bring credit 
upon the institution to which he owes 80 much. These are the lessons which | 
think membership of a club or brigade sach as those which are here represented 
ought to teach, and I may say | cannot have better wish for any young lad 


thrown upon his own resources in this great whirlpool of the London 
world than that he can become a member of some sach olnb or institution, feel the 
support of the backing which it gives him in his own life, and learn to feel at the 
same time loyalty and the duty imposed upon him to bring oredit by his own 
performances, physical or other, to the association to which he belongs. That is 
the end of my eermon or quasi-sermsn to the boys. Before I sit down, there are 
just one or two observatious [ want to address to others here present, with refer- 
ence to the objects of this institution. Its main objects I have already dwelt 
upon, bat this is a great enterprise. A great amount of effort, a great amount of 
generous liberality has gone to creating this 


BIG, HANDSOME, AND USEFUL BUILDING, 


and it is the desire of its founders and supporters that it should be a 
place of the widest possible usefaloess for all social workers in this part 
of London. It. can be a great deal besides its main cbject. It is, for instance, 


not much wanted by the Club or the Brigade during the daytime. There is 
@ great deal of space here during the day, ard there are @ great many formes 
of sccial work going on around us—I hope they will inorease—which are in 
need of centres, of meeting-places, and workers in need of occasional 
resting-places which it is difficult to fiod in this overcrowded neighbourhood. It 
is hoped these needs may be met by the institution of Camperdown House [It is 
also the intention of the trustees, as 1 uodersatand—I will be corrected if I make 
@ mistake—to reserve this splendid hall for about two nights in every week for 
general pablic purposes. It may be available for meetings, concerts and enter- 
tainmenis of a social and public character without restriction Ido not kaow if 
it is intended to be used for political meetings or not. If it is not used for political 
meetings I personally shail not shed a tear b:cause of that. (Laughter). There 
is one restriction which is not going to be made. It ‘s not going to be confined to 
any one denomination, or religion, or race. Itis to be of general publio utility 
and available fr all good public causes. Ié is only natural that io this neighbour- 
hood, where the popalation is so largely a Jewish population, and in view of the 
history cf thia building which concentrates so many primarily Jewish efforts, it 
is only natural and right that the Jewisn eloment should predominate. Bat it is 
distinctly understood—and it is one of the reasons which make me feel the 
strongest sympatby for this institut‘oo—tbat Jewish in its origin, it js not intended 
b3 exclasively Jewish ia the purposes to which it is pat. Oda the contrary, the 
representative Jews who have been priocipa'ly active in calling it into existence 
and all those connected with it are anxious, if | may be allowed to say so, by 


THE LIBERALITY OF THEIR POLICY 


with respect to it and by the liberality of their pablic policy generally, to show 
their appreciation of their position as citiz:as of a couatry which has been the 
first in the world to welcome them to a fall and equal share in all the privileges 
which the State cau accord. (Cheers.) It is not the least attraction to my mind 
about this ins'itation aad not the least of its merits that while it is going to devote 
itself to benefiiing the Jewish p»palation and especially the Jswiso boya of this 
district, it is also going to act as a place which will uoise men and boys of d ffazrent 
races and denominations and which will bscome for them a4 echool of a common 
citiz nship. I¢ ia ia that spirit I am sure this institution is going to be used, and 
it 18 for that reason that I am gled to foresee for ita very great and usefal activity, 
and heartily conogratalate it on the successful inauguration at which we have been 
present to-night. (Lond cheers.) 

CANON MASTERMAN, in the course of a brief address, stated that ha repre- 
sented the Bishop of Suuthwark, who was prevented from attending. He desired 
to cffer the thanks of London oitizsns generally for the work to be done there. 
There was no b:tter way of traiaiag lads to b; good cit)z3n3 than vy means of 
lads’ brigades and clabs, which tanght them to work for something larger than 
themselves, and to care about iaterests other than their own. HH: desired, too, 
to off.r thanks for the very generous polisy that was set forth in the trast-deed on 
which Mr. Bonn was at that moment sittiog (laughter and cheers) He suspected 
that the Vicar of the parish already had desig: s the hall. He did not know 
whether he ever bad beziars, but that hali would be admirab‘'e for the purpose 
(laughter). The institution would be a real contribution to the public iife of the 
neighbourhood, and those who did not belong to their particular body much 
appreciated this recogoition of the needs of the neighbourhood. 


Chief Rabbi’s Tribute to Lord Milner. | 
The CHIEF RABBI, in proposing a vote of thanks to Lord Milner, said that it 
was most eminently fittir g that Lord Miloer, and Lorg Milner only, should have 
opened that building. His connection with that district went back for something 
over @ generaticn, to those days when Arnold Toynbee, Leonard Montefiore and 
the Rev. 8. A. Barnett, together with the then Alfred Milner, started their new 
kivd of social endeavour and social service in the East Ead of London to become a 


model and exemplar for similar endeavours in all the large cities of the Western | 


world. A generation ago there was suill in existence in its fall strength the 
dis:rust of the Eaglishman towards the “ man of culture,” esp cially towards the 
young man of academic training, towards the man fresh from the university. He 
was regarded as @ superior person, given to small fault-fioding, and characteri»ed 
by a slavish and cynical love of ease and general indisposition to action. I. Wis 
the great service of that group of men he had jart mentioned to bave done a ma- 
thing to break down the su;picion with which the practical Eogli-hman as well as 
the poorer classes looked upon the university map, the man of ovlture. Thia 
group of social workers had bzen enabled to do so because they started 
with priaciples that might well guide others of this generation. Io their work for 
the amelioration of their fellow men, they started with the conviction that in order 
to help the poor they must understand them, they must live with them. Tbus 
only co. uld they bring some light, some brigbtness to their lives. They started 
furthermore with the priaciple that it was better to lifé men up than to bo!d them 
down. A third conviction which they held was that the heroic ages did not lie in 
the distant past, but that they were atill with us if we only wished, and everything 

heroic and everything chivalrous acc »mplished in the past oould be accomplished 
to-day in our fight against the slum with its misery, with its eufferiog, wth its 
crime. He had beard the echo of these teachings of a generation agsin toe address 
which Lord Miloer had delivered; and thos» who had watched his eareer—and 

who had not ?—kaew of what invaluable service those years which hs had spent 

as @ eocial missionary had been to him ia his labours for the Emyire. He had, 
indeed, been a British pro-consul, and he was to-day the most el: quent preacher 
of what he might osll the higher imperialism. Lord Milner not only 
thought imperially. With him imperialism was touched by emotion, 

with feeling—he felt imperially. Imperialiem was to him an _ ideal 
which combined everything high and holy, all the bighr potentialities 

of national life. Thore fortunate enough to have heard the striking 

striking address his Lordship had delivered at the dinver of the Anglo-Jewieh 

Association kaew that his imperialism made him at all times and on all occasions 

a obampion of religicus liberty and an advocate of interpational justice. 

They were all united in the desire to pay tribuie to the strengsb of purpose, the 

constructive idealism, the loyalty to duty and large-hearted love of his feliow-men 

which they found in him who had been good enough to open Camperdown Huuse, 

and who had made them all his debtors by the winged words of wisdom and 

counsel which he had spokentothem. (Cneers ) 

Bir FREDERIC NATHAN, Commandant of the Jewish Lada’ Brigade, in 
secondiog ths vote, said he fslt he must avail bimseif of thas opportaaity of 
expressing the gratitude of the Je wish Lida’ Brigade to those generous friends who 
had enabied the Brigade Couacil to realise the desire which had long been enter- 
tained to possess a headquarters. This desire bad now been realised in a splendid 
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fashion, and he was looking forward to spending many days and evenings in the 
near future at Camperdown House to see how the Brigade avaiied itself of the 
facilities now aff rded to it, and to see that it made proper and good use of that 
magoificent bai diog. Lord Milner had done them a very great bonoaur in declaring 
that building open, and in addressing to the boys such sympathetic, helpfal and 
useful words 

The vote baving been carried by acclamation, 


Lord MILNER said that he thanked them most heartily. He warned them 
that they must vot take all the kind things eaid about him by the Chief Rabbi 
quite to the foot of the letter. Asanold friexndof Dr. Hertz he greatly appreciated 
the kind spirit in which they had bzen uttered. and he also appreciated bis 
reference to two very dear fiends with whom he bad been associated in his youth, 
long since passed away, but whose names were still held in reverence and honour 
there as indeed they onght t> be. T.e name of one of them wes ensbrined in 
Toynbee Hall, which in some aenses was ia honourable rivalry with that institution. 
The other was his dear friend, Leonard Montefiore, a name which deserved « qaally 
to be remembered. He was a great enthaos ast for hamanity and if he bad lived 
anosher ten or twenty years ha would havs b:en one of tha mos} famous E aglish- 
men of our generation. Taoere was another name to which reference had been 
made, the name of one only recently takea from them. He had b<en their leader 
and inspirer in those old days, and for forty years cf public work he held to the 
high ideals which he had taught them to love avd believe in—he meant the late 
Canon Barnett, one of the most truly noble and pubiic-spirited characters he 
had ever known. He cond not help regarding it as a fortanate circumstance that 
these names had been reoailed by Ds. Hertz ia the eloqaent words which he had 
addressed to them, and he could wieh nothing better to that institution thaa 
that the spirit which had animated Cauon Barnett, Arnold Toynbee and 
Leonard Montefiore, might ever live and thrive withia its walis. (Cheers). 


Sir MARCUS SAMUEL, in proposing a vote of thanks to the Chair, said that 
there was an occasicn apo2 which a nomber of lads were summ wed together to 
pay honour to some great diguitary of the Church. And in order to show bim 
that they thoroughly appreciated his presence, it was arranged that each boy 
should go up to the table and pat a penny io the box for some charity in which 
this magoate was iotere:ted, and recite some ve se or proverb as he did so. The 
first boy went up to the box, and said: “Love thy neighbour as thyself” The 
second boy appreached, and he said: “Do unio others as tboa wouldst ba done 
by.” The third boy was a rather duil fellow, aud as be put in his penoy, he said: 
“A fool and his money are soon parted.” (Lond laughter.) There was an applica- 
tion of this little anecdote. They ali deeply regretted the abs-nce of Mr. Leopo d 
de Rothscbild (laughter, in which Mrs. Leopold de Rothschild heartily joined), 
and be thought they would agree with him, that if there was a man in the whole 
of the City to whom the first two proverbs applied it would be Mr. Leopold de 
‘Rothachiid. (Cheers) He loved his neigbboars as himself, and certainly did 
unto others as he would be dene by. A b-tter substitate for Me. Leopold de 
Rothschild than his coo could not bs found. He took the deepest intere:t in that 
lostitusion, and he did not know what the Hutchison House Ciub would have 
done without bim. Tnat vote was to be secondei by Mr. Max Bono. He saw a 
very ,rave omission there. 
in memory of William B. Bonn. He hoped they would see the words added “ by 
Mex J Bonn.” (Cheers.) Is wasa@ part of their faith to be filial, and he deeply 
Appr: c a:ed the facs that the filial feeling of Mre Max Bonn had taken that very 
accepts bie form. | 

Mr. MAX BONN, who was Icudly cheered, in seconding the vote, expressed 
pleasure at t: e fact tha: th3 Chairman was accompsnied by his wife, whom they 
, hoped to see often smong them. He was giad that the name of Canon Barnett 

had been mentioned, because he bad b:en definitely associated with that building. 
When be had told him about their scheme aud what they meant to do tnere, he 
was the very first person to recoguoise that that baildiag, run on non-sectarian 
priaciples, was about to reader the whole district & great service. He sat down 
that very moment and wrote a letter, which he asked him to show to as many 
kivd and geperous p-ople in the city as might be interested'in the pr: ject. He paid 
@ tribute to the organising work of Mr. Hyam Marks, and to Mesars Waiter Reubens 
and O.to 5S biff, for making a collection on the Stock Exchange. They stiil 

needed £3,000, due to the fact that since the work had been c»mmenced the price 
of building materials bad greatly increased, and many improvemeasts had been 
introduced as the work progressed. He expressed their acknowledgments to the 
contractors for fiuishiug the work six weeks shad of time, aud to tne skill of the 
Architect, Mr. Ernest Joseph. Is woula be sifficult to say what they owed to Mr. 
Leopold de Rutbschild from ige day that he headed their appeal. Not the least of his 
Bervices was that of securing the presence of Lord Milner. They had decided io 
cali the butiding “ Camperdown House,” not simply to maintain the old pame bus 
to show that 1 related to no single individual or activity. The spiris within the 
building would be tak-n from toeir godfather, Mr. Leopold de Rothschild. He 
081 ed for three cheers for Mr. and Mca. Lionel de Rotnechiid, which were heartily 
given by tbe boys. | 

The CHAIRMAN, in reply, said that Mr Bonn was the real originator of that 
building. He expressed the gratiiude of the commuuity to the zealous band of 
workers who would henceforth carry on their activities within those walis. 

The company then inspected the handsome buildivg, which was much admired.

THE BRADY STREET CLUB: 
Is it Jewish? 
To THE EDITOR.—From Mr. H. SACHER, 4, King’s Bench Walk, Temple, E.C. 


SIR,—I need make but very little comment on the most instructive letters of 
Mr. Leseer and Mr. Natban, particularly as the teaching of the masters is illus- 
trated in the letter of the disciple, Mr. Naar. But Mr. Lesser and Mr. Natban 
sum up their philosophy in a couple of sentence, which appear to call for an 
answer. “Ihave yet to learn,” says Mr. Lesser, “that a Jew can become 4 
better man without at the same time becoming a batter Jew.” “If it is Jewish,” 
says Mr. Nathan, “to provide wholesome amusement and recreation, then, such 
being our aim and our achi: v»ment, the B aty Street Clab is Jewieh in the fallest 
sense of the term.” Let Mr. Lesser and Mr. Nathan be good enough to try the 
experiment of substituting for ‘ Jewish ” in these declarations of theirs “Christian,” 
“ Mohammedan,” “ Baddnist,” and seeing whether the serenity of their logic is in 
the slightest degree dis! urbed. 

Waile I am on this question of Jewieh Boys’ Clubs, may I say & word 
or two about Mr. Basil Henriques’ echeme. Mr. Henriques’ idea of Jewish club 
isone which makesits members “good Jews. good citizens, good sportsmen.” He has, 
what, if Messra. Lesser and Nathan will allow me, I wiil cail toe merit of including 
the making of “ good Jews ” among the ot j°cts of his club and of recognising that 
a “ gocd Jew” is not the same thing as a “ good citizen” ora “good sportsman. 
That 1s something to be thankfal for, but my curiosity is still impertinent enough to 
inqaire how he proposes to get to his goal. If I understand arigot, be relies upon 
two forces—the Oxford spirit and “ Jewish relu ious inflaence ” Oxf rd may have 
changed a great deal since I was an undergraduate, and I shall be happy to be 


convinced that the pagav-Christian Oxford of a decade ago bas been converted into 


an active, even aggressive schovl of Judaism. But when one bas lived ten years or 
go away from tbat home of 1llosions one req sires & little evidence of a somewbat 
startling proposition. As for the “ Jewish religious it flaence,” it is not to be either 
the Berkeley Street or the Hill Sireet variety or any mixtare of these. Nor 
apparently is it to be orthodoxy—it would be @ little odd even in Avgl)-Jewry if 
Hill Street and Berkeley Street were to combine to propagate or patronise 
orthodoxy. Mr. Henriques is going to “jay before the boys an ethical code of 
morals recognised by most of the civilised world and help tbem to live up to that 
code.” Magnificent that—bat what is there specifically Jewish in this?

“ Jewish in the fullest sense.” It «ould not, however, be polite to insinnate that 
there is any coofusion on the point in the miods of the Brady Street mavagers, 
aud I know Mr. Nathan too well to believe that, while he at tirst intended to take 
cover behind his pair of Caristian members, he was subs quently drawa by the 
ep arent strergth of his position into the open. We mast, toerefore, assame that 
Mr. Nathan did not express himeelf quite fally when he said that the club was 
“ Jewish io the failest sense.” Waoas he reslly meant was that the Christian 
section of it was Christian in the fullest sense and the Jewish section proportion- 

Now, if this were so there would be little cause for complaint. Thre can be 
no harm but rather much good in Jews supporting non-seo avian institutions. 
Yet one wonders why, if the Brady Street Club is non-sectarian, it is supported 
by Jews exclusively and whether the recent appeal of the Hon. Secretary for 
financial beip was sub nitted to a single individual ouiside the Jewish commanity. 
Bat asa matter of faci it is not so. The ciubis from the religious point of view 
veither J«wisb nor Christian nor non-sectarian, for the motto of its Managers on 
religious questions 1s “ duck avoid.” 

As regards the two (hriatian boye, one can but wonder whether they have 
been urged by their Managers to take aa iuterest in the faith which they profess ; 
as regaids the Jewish boys. one can get more positive information. Mr. N satbhan 
mensions the fact that special servi es for club m+mbers are being held at the 
East London Synagogae, indeed, it wonid appsar from his letter that these services 
were born in the council chamber of the brady Street Clab. That the services 
are held, is true, and it is eqasliy true that they are not attended by Brady Street 
boys, and no effort has made by the Brady Stress Msasgera to induce 
their boys to attend them. Ia point of fact, no «ffurt has bsen made to indace 
the bays of Brady Street to attend any religious service, whether at the Esst 
Lo.d »n Synagogue or anywhere else. I am surprised to hear that ihe services on 
Y.m Kippar and Rosh Hashonah, for tha conduct of which I bav: been for the 
is8t tWO years, at toe request of Mr. Denzil Myer, of the Stepney Jewish Lads’ 
Club, persovally responsible, are the special proié,.<¢ of the Brady Street Cluo; if 
this 18 80, 1t seems a listle strange toat this year not asiavle Biady Street Mavager 
should have attended these services except on Yom Kippur. As regards the 
lectures and discussions, “from time to time” is a vague phrase, and one would 
welcome farther particulars. 

If, in fact, Mr. Natbaa sincerely believes that he “ encourages his members to 
remaia firm in their faitn and to preserve their religion,” 1+ remains 
only to congratulate him upon his ideals and to admire bis religious imagination. 
Bat the results do not fistter his iabours. To some of 18s, the ouly Jewish featare 
sb ut this club, as is ihe oase with some others, is that the only non-Jews with 
whom the boys cume in contact are the two Christian members of whom Mr.

THE LATE REV. LAZARUS POLACK 
AND ROCHESTER. . 


To TH# EDITOR.—From Mr. COLEMAN P. HYMAN, Royal Colonial Institute, 
Northumberland Avenue, W.C. 


Sir,—In the course of a recent interview with the Rev. Joseph Polack it is 
stated that his father was Minister at Rochester for many years. : 

This statement is somewhat misleading from the historical point of view, as 
Rochester never had a Hebrew congregation, unless I am very mach mistaken. 
The synagogue existing in the neighbourhood to-day is properly known as the 
Chatham Memorial Synagogue, havir g been so designated at the time of its erection 
in “the seventies” by the late Simon Magnus, in memory of his son, Captain 
Lazarus Simon Magnus. From its earliest times the local congregation bas been 
known as the Chatham Synagogue, even though the buildidg may now actually 
stand within the boundaries of the City of Rochester. 

The late Rev. Lazarus Polack was always known as the Jewish Minister at 
Chatham. He represented a type that has almost disappeared—the combination 
of Preacher, Reader, Teacher, Shochet, Ba’al Shofar, and Secretary. When he 
resigned and left the town (in which I was born) I became Honorary Secretary of 
the congregation, and became acquainted with much of its history.

THE ANNUAL MILITARY SERVICES. 


STORY OF THE CELEBRATIONS. 


By THE REV. MICHAEL ADLER, B.A. 


The celebration of the Twenty-First Avniversary of the Annual Military 
Services that is to take place on the 21st inst. presents a suitable opportunity for 
a few notes upon the origin and development of these interesting fanctions. The 
first of the series was held in the year 1893, when a small body of men in the 
uniform of H M. Forces gathered at the Borough Synagogue to inaugurate the 
Services. The complete early history of the movement could only be furnished by 
Rabbi Francis L. Cohen, now in Sydney, upon whose shoulders fell the whole of 
the work incidental to the services, both in that year and for eleven subsequen 
years.

THE FILES OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 


and the personal recollections of a gentleman who has attended every eervice, 
Mr. Baron Cohen, a brother of the first Chaplain, I have been enab!ied to trace on; 
the whole story, and thus to obtain some conception of the many difficulties 
encountered in the initiation of these services that bave now grown to be 80 
valuable a feature in the communal life. In September, 1893, a letter appeared in 
the JEWISH CHRONICLE signed “Skean-Dhu,” susgesting to Mr. Coben the 
holding of an annual service for Jewish Volunteers, as they were called prior to 
Mr. Haldane’s Territorial scheme of more recent days. Mr. Cohen had already 
acted for some time as officiating Chaplain tothe regular soldiers at Aldershot in 
connection with the visitation work of the United Synagogue. In Avgust of that 
year, a number of Jewish young men had taken part in the Volunteer Camp at 
Aldershot, and, at Mr. Cohen’s invitation, had joined the Regulars at @ service on 
Sunday morning. The sermon delivered upon that occasion was published in 
extenso, and undoubtedly gave rise to the proposal for an annual! service in London. 
Mr. Cohen readily fell in with the suggestion, and selected the Feast of Chanucah 
as a most appropriate season for holding a Jewish Military Service. The choice of 
this festival has been criticised on various grounds, but the warlike associations that 
surround the history of 
THE MACCABZXAN VICTORIES 
naturally connect themselves with the teachings of public duty and patriotism tha 
the annual services were intended to convey. From the first, opposition was dis- 
played towards the proposal from both officers and men. Some officers declined to 
be seen in uniform in the Walworth Road, others preferred to keep their religious 
belief to themselves. A letter was published from a certain Jewish colonel setting 
forth bis reasons for disapproving of the service. He urged that it was not 
desirable that religion should be mixed up with military matters in times of peace, 
and that for Jews to hold special parades might savour of ostentation. The reply 
_of Mr. Cohen pointed out that the Army authorities bad consistently associated 
religious fidelity with military efficiency by actively encouraging services for 
soldiers of all denominations, and that, by the institution of the Channcah Service, 
he himself was especially anxious to combat the attitude of those Jewish volunteers 
who were nervous lest their religion became known to their comrades. With | 
reference to the arguments of the oritios of twenty-one years ago—whose voices are 
still heard in the land—it is interesting to note that the Jewish Territorial of 
to-day occasionally attends the Church parades of his regiment from a sense of 
loyalty to his corps, and yet some of them decline to join their coreligionists in a 

urely Jewish service. They argue that men enlist as Englisbmen, not as Jews. 
This contention need not be disputed, but it scarcely carries with it the corollary 
that therefore Jews should not, as soldiers, meet together for Jewssh divine worship.

for members of the Church of England, for Roman Catholies, and Nonconformiasts 
appear side by side without giving rise to any comment, it being regarded as a 
natural thing that men of the same faith should desire to join together to hold 
services according to their own ritual. Mr. Cohen was not a man to be easily 
daunted by opposition and the first Service was accordingly held at the Borough 
Synagogue on Chanucah, Sunday, December 10ih, 1893. It was avery wet after- 
noon ~ it is on record that the majority of the Services have been held on rainy 
days—when some seventy Volunteers assembled in the small yard behind the 
Synagogue, where they were formed up by Lieut.-Colonel, then Major, David 
de Lara Cohen, who has been in command of all, except two, of the Aunual 
Services. The other officers present were Major Henry Lyon, who commanded 
the second Service and has attended almost every other, Captain P. W. 
Harris, Lieut. (now Major) Cecil Sebag Montefiore and Lieut. J. Waley 
Cohen, who, as Major of the 16th Battalion (Queen’s Westminsters), 
for the first time last year took command of the Parade, and will occupy 
the same position next Sunday. The men entered the Synagogue from 
@ narrow door at the side of the Ark to find the building profusely decorated 
with flags and filled to its utmost capacity with an interested congregation. 
Mr. Cohen conducted the service and preached. Mrs. Cohen accompanied 
the Choir on the harmonium and sang the solos with marked effect, and everyone 
pronounced the first service a striking success. And thus a settled communal 
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function came into being that has now reached its present considerable proportions, 
and has unquestionably exercised a large degree of influence upon

were held at his own synagogue in South London, three at the Central, two each 
at the Great and Hampstead, and one each at the New West End and the now 
demolished New Synagogue. For a number of years, Mr. Cohen officiated single- 
Eanded, and gave the value of his expert knowledge to the musical arrangements 
of the order of service. Among those who took an active interest in these early 
days, in addition to those already mentioned, was the late Lieut.-Col. M. Defries, 
of the Honourable Artillery Company, who thus set an example to a distinguished 
corps that, in recent years, has not been followed with the enthusiasm the 
cause deserves. It was not until the fourth service that the celebration was trans- 
ferred to another synagogue. In the year 1896, Sir George Faudel Phillips, Bart., 
was Lord Mayor, and, as has been done frequently on subsequent occasions, also 
by non-Jewish Ohief Magistrates of the City, he attended with the Sheriffs in state. 
The late Chief Rabbi took part in this service at the New Sypagogue, as he 
henceforth continued to do with the utmost regularity. Nearly 200 officers and 
men mustered for the occasion, and a fine orchestra added to the dignity and

JEWISH NATIONAL FUND. 
[COMMUNICATED ] 


A meeting of the Jewish National Fand Commission for Eogland was held at 
4, Falbourne Street, Whitechapel. Mr. J. D. Jacobs presided. 

It was resolved that collections be organised throughout the United Kingdom 
during Chanucah week for the Natjonal Fand and also for the Yemenite Jews’ 
Fund. 

The Secre (Mr. §. Lipschitz) reported that so far about £930 had been 
collected in 1913 for the National Fund, and it was resolved to appeal for £70 
a > make the total for Eugland for this year £1,000 (compared with £390 
n 1912). 

It was also reported that a Commission had been formed for East London 
representing nine societies. 

Letters reporting successfal collections were read from Newcastle, Limerick, 
Sunderland, Tredegar, Cardiff, and other piaces. 

Mr. I. Eppel (of 21, St. Patrick Sqaare), was appointed National Fund Com. 
missioner for Edinburgh. : 

The Secretary reported that he had received from the Head Office of the 


National Fand, Cologne, a supply of new National Fund stamps. These stamps, 
issued in booklets depicting twelve views of National Fand lands and properties in 
Palestine, are to cost 1s. per booklet of fifty-four stamps. 

It was resolved that an appeal bs sent to the Zionist Societies and Beacons 
asking them to collect subscriptions for the purpose of inscribing the names of the 
Advocates of Mendel Beilis in the Golden Book of the Jewish National Fund. 


IMPORTANT PROPOSAL BY THE CHIEF RABBI.

# The following letter from the Chief Rabbi was read :— 

: | DEAR §18,—I beg to submit to you the following suggestions for amending 
the existing regulations for the Diploma of Rabbi. Under the rules of the 
College now in force, the examination for that highest degree is confined 
to a most searching teat of the candidate’s knowledge of Talmud and 
Sholchan Aruch. In all other matters appertaining to Jewish learning, 
such as the Philosophy of Religion, Theology of Judaism. or the 
Liturgy, nothing more is required of the candidate than that he 
shall have passed the Third Theological Examination which entitled 
him to the Chief Rabbi’s certificate of Minister. In order, however, 
that the English degree of Rabbi be on a par with that of the best institutions 
elsewhere, a much wider and riper acquaintance with the whole range of 
the “Science of Judaism” should ba required of candidates for the degree. 
of Rabbi than that for the Taoird Theological Exsmination. Again, there 
is to-day no possibility of external students recsiviag their Rabbinic Diploma 
at Jews’ Collegs. By thus compelling external students to appeal to the 
Chief Rabbinate for the conferment of such degree, Jews’ College needlessly 
weakens iteelf. The Rabbinate, on the other hand, while reserving to its:if the 
unquestionable right of dealing wiih exceptional cases as it alone seems fit, is 
most anxious that, with the above exception, Jews’ College become the seat 
of degree-giving power in the fiald of Jewish learning in this country. My 
proposal is therefore twofold. 

| 1, That the scope of the Examination for the Dagree of Rabbi in the 
case of intcroal students be widened by the institution of a preliminary 
Fourth Theological Examination. _ 

2. That corresponding arrangements be made so as to enable external 

students to obtain the Rabbinical Diploma at Jews’ College. 


A NEW SOCIETY IN INDIA.

This decision 
has the effect of turning to the service of German interests an institution for 
which money has been provided by Jews in many countries. It is a violation of 
the principle that the aim of every Jewish educational institution in Palestine 
must be to further the interests of Jewish national culture, and these interests 
alone. Io accordance with that principle, which is of vita\ importance for the 
future of our people, the London University Zionist Society demands that the 


decision of the Curatorium be rescinded, and the German language abandoned io 
favour of Hebrew.” 7 |

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HEBREW AT THE HAIFA TECHNICAL SCHOOL. 


TO THE EDITOR.—From Dr. B. SAUL, Chinley, Derbyshire. : 

B18,—J ews ought to make a strong public protest sgainst the proposed action 
of the Hilfsve ein in connection with the above school, as recorded in your issue of 
last week. That body has earned the gratitade of Jews in the past, by its 
several undertakings on bzhalf of National education in the Holy Land. It is 
now about to adi the further benefit of a Jewish Technical School on a site pro- 
vided for the purpose by the Zionist O:ganisation at the rising port of Haifa. 

Hitherto the Hilfsverein, in spite of a natural bias in favour of the Garman 
language, has recogaised the special claims of Hebrew in the Holy Land as a 
unifying principle and has accordingly adopted it as the chief means for 
educating the race, in a country where the Jewish population, though of one blood, 
use several vernaculars, all, however, regardiag Hebrew as peculiarly their 
own possession and assiduously endeavouring to perfect it as an instrument of 
modern oivilised life and intercourse. This arrangement has been in working 
order for some time and, ia the experience of many experts, with great success 
If so, why alter the system in regard to the Technical Schocl at Haifa, and thus 
deflect the normal current of events ao strongly running in favour of Hebrew to a. 
comparative stranger. The majority «f Jews in Palestine would find an almost 
insuperable difficulty if the courses of technology were conducted in German. 
Spanish even would be preferable, as many Jews speak it, and it is a. enphonious 
and easily-acquired form of speech. Enaglish would be better still, since it is the 
lauguage of the country where technical skill had its origin, and is still much 
ahead of Girmany in that respect. Besides, there are India and Egypt close to 
the Holy Land, both couatries rapidly learning English. 

But, excluding the so-called native Turkish and Arabic, besauze neither of 
them is’ generally understood by Jews, Hebrew alone surely has the right to be 
the language of a Jewish Technical School in the Holy Land. Its use would avoid 
Ottoman jealousy at the intrasion of a speech symbolising Haropean power, as 
German would undoubiedly do. For Hebrew is the only native language of 
Palestioe, in spite of its being at present uscd by a minority only of the 
inhabitants. Compared to it, Arabic is but a mashroom growth. Hebrew 
belongs to the aboriginal group of languages spxkea by civilised mankind in 
Wertarn Asia from time immemorial. Assyria, Babylonia, and Phe aicia spoke 
cogaate tosgues with Hebrew. Bat Hebrew alone has been presarved through 
the ages beoause of the religions and moral traths its noble literature enshrines. 

Why, that very G:rman the //:/fsverein wishes to introduce in Haifa firat arose 
through Hebrew. It was the transiation of a Hebrew work in the High Garman 
dialect, namely Luther’s version of the Bible, that raised it from a mere patvis to be 
the speech ksy of a proud Empire. I[% behoves the //i/fsverein for very shame to 
restore Hebrew everywhere on the s_il of its origin, to its rightfal placa as the 
vehicle of Jewish thought and endeavour. Ii were despicable pusillanimity to act 
otherwise. To those not conversant with H:bsew who may doubt its suitability for 
the purposes of the ssienc:s aud the arti we point to the fact that during tho last 
four thousand yeare down to this hour it has neva: failed its davotes3 as a 
medium of expression. The wide range of subj:cts treated in tha Bible is 
sufficient to demonstrate its flaxibility to any human usas. If it served such 
inteliestaal giants as Moze3 and his aucre3s0ra, it surely will serve ths teachers at 
the technical sohool at Haifa. They of former ages halto doal with sach highly 
philosophical snbjec's as religion and morals, statecraft law, arohitectara and 
commerce, and the way they treated them in the Hebrew records is still the wonder 
of the world. In our own day wea have the Bezalel condacting its fine art work in 
Hebrew. Text borks on sash ab3sirass subjacta ai anatony are written in the 
pure Hebrew. Maimonides composed. his monumental corpus juris in that 
tongue. 
ut even if Hebrew were only used to say prayers in the Synagogue, I would 
all the more employ it for technology in the Holy Land and in a specifically 
Jewish school, becausa I should thereby raise the usefulness and honour of the 
native language, and so give greater moral support to a downtrodden people whom 
the Hilfsverein is trying to elevaie. Aa Garman Jews, they will remember that 
ag recently as the eighteenth century, Garman scientists thought their own 
country’s epsech baneath their notice. 
disdained to use his native German, and wrote ia French. Sse now to what a high 
degree a fsw pubiic-spirited writers like Lessing. and Gu ihe carried their national 
tongue. The same can with confidence b3 affirmed of Hebrew, a language that 
is not of yesterday so to speak, but has been lovingly cultivaied for four thousand 
years. The fatare of Hebrew oan well be great indeed. L3s not a Jewish S:ciety 
like tha /Hilfsverein, created to help and uplift, strike away from its unjastly 
treated people its greatest spiritual support, its owa historical speech, by dis- 
sociating Hebrew from an important branch of education like technology. —

The Cuier Rass delivered an address. 'He said that he was very.glad of that 
opportunity to be with them, for it would have taken altogether too long a time before, 
in the regular course of his Sabbath visits, he could come to the South-East London 
Synagogue.

Those Hebrew and Religion Classes were of infinite importance, not only to 
the children that attended them but also, he might almost say in a greater degree, to the 
parents, the fathers and mothers of the children. Most of them were aware that we were 
now reading in the synagogue, Sabbath after Sabbath, the story of Jacob and Joseph. 
The previous day we had read how Jacob told his children they would be asked three 


et him tell those children of Jacob who were before him that the world continually 
asked them those three questions. The world asked them “ Whose art thou; are you 
Jews, Church of England, Catholics, Wesleyans, or Presbyterians? Show your colours. 
Whose art thon? If you are Jews come ont, join the synagogne, encoarage Jewish 
endeavour, help Jewish life, establish a Jewish home, and, at least send your children 
to a centre where Hebrew and Judaism are taught.” The second question the world 
asked us was “ Whither goest thon.” A great many came ont with their colours, knew 
what they were, but they drifted, their hold on Judaism became weaker and weaker. 
In their Synagogue attendance they dropped first the Sabbath, then the three festivals, 
then Rash Hashanah —till their attendance was limited to Yom Kippur. Whither 
goest thou, was the question,

you " Jews, did they wish them to be lost to Judaism and to the Jewish p3xple?. If not 
there was a Synagogue and there were classes in the neighbourhood. If what he had said 
didnot apply to them, they should put those questions to those who did not respond 
to them as they had by their presence that afternoon. Now as to the importance 
of the classes to the children. Ona the comiag Sabbath the story of Joseph was begun. 
Right at the start of Joseph’s career he declared “I seek my brethren.” He knew it 
was the hope of every father and mother, of the superintendent, the teachers and the 
committee that every boy and girl there would grow up always to declare, “I seek my 
brethren,” that their aim would be to live such lives as would help their brethren whenever 
they required help. An infallible test whether a man was a Jew was not so much 
whether he said all the prayers and kept this or that observance ; but had he Rachmonous, 
had he charity in him, was he willing to pe, the poorand suffering? A hard-hearted Jew 
was a contradiction in terms. He was told that, in this direction, the children did not 
attend those Classes in vain, for there was a most fisurishing Orphan Aid Society in the 
district which the children helped with pennies and halfpennies and there was a hospital 
fund. Then he had every reason to believe they wonld grow up to say, “I seek my 
brethren, to join them in prayer,” for he had seen that some of the prizes had gone to 
pa ils who formed the voluntary choir of the synagogue, where in one case a chorister 

me made 150 attendances out of a possible 150, and others ran very close to that figure. 
This showed that they were enthusiastic, and he had reason to believe that they would 
follow in the footsteps of their ancestors who had made Jewish history so great, who 
had helped to make this world a nobler, a purer and better place. (Cheers.) 

Mr. C. W. BowERMAN, M.P., in moving a vote of thanks to the Chief Rabbi and 
Mrs. Hertz, said their Chairman had put very high ideals indeed before them, and he 
hoped the sap ge would not be content to have listened to them, but would farther instil 
in the minds of their children the value of the instruction given at those Classes. 

Mr. GASKELL JACOBS seconded the vote, which the Chief Rabbi acknowledged. 

On the motion of Mr. ALFRED ALVAREZ, seconded by Mr. Isaac GOLDSTON, thanks 
were accorded Mr. Albert Jacobs and the Classes’ Committee, and the Rev. N. Goldston 
and the teaching staff.

MFDIUM OF THEIR SACRED LANGUAGE. 


In those communities where Hebrew had been abandoned in the teaching of 
religion it would be found that the Jews lacked that spirit and strength necessary 
He advocated peying the regard 
due to its great importance to the conscientious study of Hebrew, and appreciated the 
efforts of the Chief Rabbi in emphasising this importance. Concerning the Classes them- 
selves, they could not boast of having done much or of having done sufficient. But no 
one could deny that a had been accomplished. All would agree that working as 
they did under conditions far from ideal, where they were hampered not only by lack of 
funds, bat great lack of accommodation, the resulta so far were highly encouraging.

To THE Eprror.~—From “ AMETH.” 


Srr,— With the exception of Mr. Jones all your correspondents are agreed that a 
central Talmud Torah is essential. | 


Mr. Jones states that the amount (£1.000) I wrote abont is untrue. Will he kindly 


inform your readers of the estimated cost? He writes that the West Ham Talmud Torah 
is in a central position. This has been disproved by your correspondents, and will he 
kindly explain how it is that there are three Jewish butchers in the district and not one 
witbin a mile of West Ham Talmud Torah? He states the synagogne was bnilt only 
three years ago and the plans were then made forthe school. This I distinctly deny. 
I maintain that these plans were made ten years ago and I can prove the neighbourhood 
has materially altered—in fact all the correspondents have agreed on this point. 

As to efficiency, I can prove beyond doubt that it is far from satisfactory, bat I have 
no intention of doing any harm to the West Ham Classes, having written my letter with 
the object of benefiting the whole of the Jewish residents, as it cannot be denied that 
the nnmerous calls on the local residents have been far more tha. most of them can 
afford, that Talmud Torahs must be provided and there is no necessity for three being 
built where one would snffice. | 

Mr. Jones leaves the question of accommodation entirely alone, for there is ample 
accommodation for double the number of pupils at present attending the West Ham 
Classes.

On Tuesday evening last two interesting recitals ocoupied attention. The 
pianoforte recital of Miss Phyllis Emanuel proved thoroughly enjoyable. She has 
a brilliant technique, and plays with a warmth of feeling that imparts no little 
interest to her interpretations.
